Mahoney Flocks by Himself and 
Votes for Dan Burns—Reception 
at the Golden Eagle Hotel—Scan- 
dal Over Attaches. 


(BY THE TIMES SPECIAL WIRE.) 
SACRAMENTO, Jan. 12.—(Special 
Dispatch.) ‘Hon. George C. Perkins was 
today returned to the Senate of the 
United States on first ballot by the 
practically unanimous vote of the Re- 
publican members of both houses of 


the Assembly he réceived 47 votes and 
in the Senate 27. The only Republican 
who failedto vote for him was Senator 
Mahoney, the disgruntled San-Fran- 
cisco boss, who voiced his spleen by 
voting for Dan Burns. Sam Shortridge’s 
name was not even presented in either 
house. The victory could not’! have been 
more sweeping, and friends and foes 
are alike expressing satisfaction that it 
is untainted with ‘suspicion of corrup- 
tion or venality. 
Senator Stratton made the nominat- 
ing speech in the Senate, and the nom- 
ination was seconded by Senator Bulla 
of Los Angeles, who made an able 
speech, and by many others. No mi-. 
nority candidate was presented in the 
Senate. . 
In the Assembly, Judge Waymire had 
the honor of presenting Senator Per- 


marks he said that he did it by the 
Senator’s express request. Malcolm of 
Santa Clara, Valentine of Los Angeles, 
Bettman of San Francisco, Hill of 
Humboldt and North of Yolo made sec- 
onding.speeches. T. V. Cator was nom- 
inated by the Populists and the names 
of Congressman James G. Maguire, W. 
W. Foote and J. J. Dwyer were pre- 
sented by the Democratic members. 
When the result of the ballot was an- 
nounced it was greeted with cheers.

Col. Jackson made a stirring ad- 
dress, and was frequently interrupted 
by hearty applause. 

Senator Bulla paid a glowing tribute 
to Senator Perkins, and Judge Way- 
mire, Senator Withington, Assembly- 
man Wright and many others followed 
with fitting remarks and expressed 
their satisfaction that the will of the 
people had been carried out. Besides 
the members of the Legislature, many 
old friends of the Senator were present 
at the gathering. 

The Shortridge air-ship has disap- 
peared. Sam's quondam supporters. 
have an uncomfortable feeling that 
they have been the ‘victims of a huse 
practical joke.

DPickinson Wanted to Help Dispense 
Pap—Which He Won't. 
(BY ABBOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 12.—The pub- 
liecan Senaters held awaucue this even. 
ing regarding the resoiution setting the 
date for the election of trustees of the 
Senate Nbrary. The Senate fixed the 
date as February 3, which was changed 
by the Assembly to January 21. It 
was decided to ask the Assembly to 
fix the original date. It was also de- 
cided to exact a pledge fromthe nomin- 
ees for the positions that every Demo- 
crat or appointee of a Democrat be 
removed from his position in the 
library. 

Senator Dickinson was of the opin- 
ion that as the Legislature had elected 
a United States Senator, the Repub- 
licans who had done the work should 
control the Federal patronage of the 
Coast. He moved that a committee of 
three be appointed to act in conjunction 
with a like committee of the Repub- 
licans in the Assembly to consult with 
Senator Perkins as to the distribution 
of the Federal pap. 

The motion brought on a prolonged 
debate in which Senators Dickinson, 
Androus, Voorheis, Wolfe and Smith 
participated on the one side and Strat- 
ton, Gillette and others were arrayed 
on. the other.. The motion was finally 
lost only nine supporters being found 
to favor it. 

The San Francisco delegation in the 
Senate was permanently oranized to- 
day, with Senator Mahoney as chair- 
man and Senator Percy Henderson as 
secretary. Senator Braunhart strenu- 
ously opposed the selection of Ma- 
honey, nominating each Democratic 
Senator in turn as the one proposed 
denied the honor. e finally nomi- 
nated himself, but did not get a vote.

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 12.—The Assem- 
bly Committee on Capital and Labor, 
Chairman Dennery presiding, met to- 
night to consider some of the bills pre.

gerald. The two measures considered 
were, one providing for the reorganizga- 
tion of the laboft reau ana another 
for the establishment of free employ- 
ment agencies,throughout the State. 

The labor. side of the question was 
represented by Labor Commissioner 
Fitzgerald, Cleve Dam, his deputy, and 
W. MacArthur, editor of the Coast Sea- 
man’s Journal and the representative 
of thirty labor unfons. The committee 
decided to report favorably on the bill 
for reorganizing the bureau. This, will 
give a labor commissioner to the sou- 
thern part of the State. 

There was a spirited argument over 
the bill to establish free agencies.

PITTSBURGH, Jan. 12.—A magazine 
of the Columbia Dynamite Company, a 
branch of the Pennsylvania Torpedo 
Company, limited, at Shamokin, Pa, 
eighteen miles from. here, blew up 
jabout 10 o’clock. The explosion com- 
pletely demolished the building and 
tore a large hole in the ground. The 
concussion was felt several miles away, 
and the buildings in the immediate 
vicinity were badly shattered. At 
Shousetown, a public school building 
was partly demolished. A panic 
among the pupils ensued, but no one 
was hurt. Economy, Coraopolis and 
other towns report that the shock 
broke the windows. Cause of explosion 
is not known. 

Two men and two women were 
killed at the plant, and one man in- 
jured. The men killed \were:

JAMES M’'CLOSKEY, a workman. 

The names of the women are not 
known. The injured man was Walter 
Crane. He is likely to recover. The 
building was a two-story frame struc- 
ture. It was blown to atoms, and the 
report was heard thirty miles away.

to the remarkable attack made by Mr. 
Johnson of California on Editor Hearst, 
Mr. Johnson and Mr. Maguire of Cal- 
ifornia were the antagonists today. 
Their wordy duel grew out of the pub- 
lication in the Record, as a part of 
Mr. Maguire's remarks, of comments 
on the former's speech last week, in 
which Mr. Maguire defended Mr. 
Hearst and, without the mention of 
Mr. Johnson's name, detailed some 
matters in the early life of the latter 
when he resided in Syracuse, N. Y. ° 

Mr. Johnson got the floor of a ques- 
tion of privitge. He was at times 
dramatic. He denounced Mr. Maguire's 
attack on him as wanton and cowardly 
and told the story of his indictment 
thirty-four years ago in New York 
for forgery and how he had gone out 
to California to rear a new home and 
make a new name. He described his 
success, and how he had been able 
to pay back every dollar he owed. He 
then explained that this was an old 
story in California, as he had always 
avowed it when he ran for office. 
Then, with bitter invectives, he paid 
his respects to Mr. Maguire and Mr. 
Cooper of Wisconsin, who last week 
characterized his attack on Mr. Hearst 
as cowardly. 

Mr. Maguire replied to Mr. Johnson 
in a sarcastic vein. He told how he 
had atempted to secure time in which 
to reply to Mr, Johnson during thé 
debate and had been anable to do so, 
and how he had printed his defense 
of a man unable to secure a hearing 
for himself. He sneered at Mr. John- 
son for whining because his attack 
went home to him, and said he should 
have thought of the grief and uish 
he was bringing to another t re he 
assailed Mr. Hearst. 
_ Mr. Poole of New York, who repre- 
sents the Syracuse district, made @ 
brief statement ih vindication of Mr. 
Johnson. His motion to expunge Mr. 
Maguire's remarks from the Record 
was adopted after Mr. McMillin had 
ineffectually attempted to delay action, 
but a similar motion to expunge Mr? 
Johnson’s remarks about Mr. Hearst 
was defeated by 82 to 94. This inci- 
dent overshadowed interegt in the 
»-House proceedings. 

Just before the adjournment, Speaker 
Reed announced the appointments to 
places on committees made vacant by 
the death of ex-Speaker Crisp. Mr. 
Bailey of Texas was appointed to the 
vacancy on the Rules Committee and 
Mr. Boatner to that on the Ways and 
Means. Early in the day the Speaker 
sustained the point of order against the 
motion to recommit the Pacific Rail- 
reads Funding Bill. 

Some lively political sparring marked 
the latter hours of the Senate session 
today. The Free Homestead Bill was 
under discussion and Mr. Allen found 
opportunity for questionin® Mr. Vilas 
of Wisconsin concerning the party dif- 
ferences of last fall. It brought out 
much difference of opinion as to 
whether the Democratic platform was 
made at Chicago or at Indianapolis. 
Mr. Vilas declarea that there was al- 
most nothing in the Chicago platform 
not inimical to the interests of the 
government. insisted that 
Indianapolis platform was founded 
throughout in Democracy. Mr. Allen 
characterized the Indianapolis platform 
as a “rump affalr.”” The controversy 
became very lively and took a wide 
range. 

The Homestead Bill was further 
debated, but a. vote was hot had.

form of paper money. He expressed | 
the opinion that the convention should 
mot take up the coinage question. 

“The convention should appoint a 
committee to tell Congress what to 
do and then see that they do it,” ‘said 
Walker. 

Congressman Charles W. Fowler of 
Elizabethh, N..J., member of the com- 
mittee of which Walker is chairman, 
favored naming a committee to work 
with the Banking and Currency Com- 
mittee of the House in the preparation 
of a bill for presentation to the Fifty- 
a Congress when called in extra ses- 

on, 

A noticeable feature is the absence 
of western delegates. The South shows 
a fair proportion of delegates, while 
the East and Central West furnish the 
largest delegations. 

It is proposed to have a strong com- 
mittee to which shall be referred all 
resolutions, many written speeches and 
all individual plans for reforming the 
currency. This committee is to be in- 
Structed to report as often as necessary. 
It is expected to “indefinitely post- 
pone” such speeches and plans as it 
thinks not rworthy of the consideration 
of the convention anf report favorably 
Such plans as show mature thought. 

Henry Villard is here to attend the 
convention. He favors the resolution 
agreed on by a number of eastern del- 
egates, which is MN part as follows: 

“Resolved, that the maintenance of 
the gold standard is demanded alike by 
principles of common honesty and by 
consideration of the business prosperity 
to which end we invite the codperation 
of all branches of the government, all 
¢ommercial bodies and all classes of 


our fellow-citizens.” 

The convention was called to order 
at 2:37 p.m. by H. H. Hanna, Rev. M. 
T. Haines offered prayer, Secretary 
Smith read the convention call. The 
hall was nearly filled with delegates 
and spectators. Temporary organiza- 
tion was concurred in as follows: Tem- 
porary chairman, ex-Gov. E. O. Stan- 
mard of Missouri; secretary, J. W. 
Smith, sergeant-at-arms, W. F. C. Colt. 

Stannard made a speech, in which 
he said that the stability, prosperity 
and safety of our commercial, manu- 
facturing, banking and agriculture? 
operations depend upon a safe, com- 
prehensive and stable financial policy 
for our government—a policy that may 
be relied on to last from» one year to 
another and from one political admin- 
istration t® another, and to be taken, 
as far as possible, out of the realm of 
politics. There should be enough 
money to do the business of the coun- 
try. and there should be no doubt 
about its character and no shaking of 
confidence to take it out and keep it 
out of circulation. The people of 
the United States not only 
should have confidence in our financial 
methods, but all other nations of the 
earth with whom we have commercial 
relations, should have assurance of the 
Stability of our financial institutions, so 
that they may know on what basis 
they are wcrking. 

The present financial methods of the 
government are largely those adopted 
during the war when there were great 
emergencies. Some method should be 
adopted for the retirement of the 
United States and treasury notes. 
They have been a hindrance .o the 
prosperity of our government for 
many years. They are a constant 
Menace to our treasury reserve and 
to the credit of the government, and 
when encroachments are made upon 
those reserves, commerce stands in 
fear and trembling. 

“I see no-reason,”’ he said, “‘why thts 
law should not be so amended as to 
allow the national banks to  isau- 
notes up to the par value of the bonds 
they hold as a basis for their issue, 
instead of issuing, as they are ncw 
compelled to do, only 90 per cent. of 
the par value of the honds that erst 
them perhaps 118 to 120. This weuld 
help in giving us a ‘arser bodcy of 


the bank to issue all the bills they 
could under the new law. Then there 
is a tax of 1 per cent. on the issue of 
the national bank circulation, and I 
see no necessity for so lar.re a tax, as 
it must ultimately be paid by the 
borrower. The tax should be reduced 
to \% of one per cent! 

“There are many advantages con- 
nected with the national banking Sys- 
tem, and this system might, with 
great benefit to all interested, be ex- 
tended by allowing, under proper safe-

Upon report ot the Committee on 
Permanent Organization C. Stuart Pat- 
terson of Pennsylvania was elected 
permanent chairman, and, Evans 
Woolen of Indianapolis permanent 
Secretary. It was also recommended 
that a vice-president be chosen for 
each State represented. Patterson was 
escorted to the chair and addressed 
the convention. He said: 

“Gentlemen of the convention: I 
‘thank you for the honor you do me in 
inviting me to preside over your de- 
liberations. You are business men. 
Your presence here proves your ac~ 
ceptance of the true definition of that 
term. Here today are representatives 
of agriculture, of mining, of manu- 
facturing, of trade, of commerce and 
of transportation, an@ of that vast 
ageregation of capital which is con- 
stituted of the earnings of labor and 
the savings of thrift. We may be 
partisans as to all questions that can 
be properly determined solely on 
party considerations but we are also, 
above all, American citizens. As Amer- 
ican citizens, proud of our country’s 
past and hopeful of its future, we meet 
today to take counsel together as to 
those great questions of public inter- 
est which relate to the currency of 
the country and which ought to be 
decided upon grounds that are broader 
than those of mere party spirit. . 

“Meeting as citizens to consider a 
subject of common interest to the whole 
country, it is fitting that we should 
come together in the Middle West, 
which is today the seat of the empire, 
in the great State of Indiana, wheré 
last autumn the victory was won for 
the honor of the nation and in this 
typical American city of Indianapolis. 

“Let us approach the grave  sub- 
jects that are to be brought before us 
with no pride of opinion, but in. the 
spirit of that old maxim which tells 


us, ‘In the things necessary’ there 
should be unity; in things doubtful, 
liberty; and in all things, charity.’ 


But let us refuse to recommend any 
compromise of principle, for such com- 
promises have always failed to ac- 
complish their desired end because of 
their inherent inability to destroy the 
irritating cause and because of their 
essential inapplicability to changed 
conditions and circumstances. 

“This country is an empire in its ex- 
tent of territory, in the number of its 
population and in the magnitude of its 
material interests. There are densely- 
populated areas of territory, and 
there are scantily-populated areas of 
territory. In the former there is an 
adequate and perhaps in some places 
an excessive supply of banking facili- 
ties. In the latter there is a deficiency 
of banking facilities. Where these 
banking facilities exist to an adequate 
extent not only are means of accommo- 
dation provided for respdénsible bor- 
rowers, but there are also supplied all 
those credits, substitutes for money in 
the shape of checks and drafts which 
increase the volume of currency at the 
time when such an increase is needed 
by the people. Where these banking 
facilities do not exist to an adequate 
extent unduly, high rates of interest 
prevail, and the demand for currency 
in general exceeds the supply. We 
therefore need for domestic purposes 
a currency of stable value and 
purchasing power, which shall be 
neither redundant nor contracting, and 
which shall flow into the channels of 
trade when and as the interests of the 
country may require. 

“This country has extensive commer- 
cial relations with other countries. 
The continued development of the 
West and South demands that the sur- 
plus capital of the world should be 
brought here for remuffterative invest- 
ment. It is in no sense inconsistent 
with the protection of the home market 
that we look forward to the growth and 
intrease of our foreign commerce so 
that our agricultural, mining and man- 
ufactured products shall find that 
larger market which will give to 
American industry greater returns. 

“For our international relations we 
need, therefore, a currency which shall 
be of full value in the markets of the 
world. We may differ as to questions 
of protection or revenue reform, but we 
can agree that the government must 4 


Sary expenditures and with a surplus 


sufficient_to provide for possible contin- 
gencies. “We can agree that as revenue | 
must be raised by taxation, that taxa- 
tion should be so imposed as to lay its 
burdens upon the people in the manner 
that can most easily be borne. We can 
agree that the existing standard of 
values shall be maintained. We can 
agree that bimetallism would be de- 
sirable if it can be secured by inter- 
national treaty and be made prac- 
tically effective. We can agree that | 
there ought to be an enlarged and in- 
creased use of silver coins, convert- 
ible at par into gold. We can agree 
that so long as the government demand | 
notes are outstanding, provision should 
be made by law for the maintenance of 
an adequate gold reserve, specifically 
pledged for the redemption of those 
notes, 

“We can agree as to the fact that 
while in some cases shareholders and 
depositors of national banks have lost 
by their unskillful or their unfaithful 
management, yet no holder of a na- 
tional bank note has ever had occasion 
to inquire what bank issued the note, 
or has ever lost any part of the amount 


of the note. We can also agree 
that the national banking system 
should be so amended as to 


provide some method for the more 
general extension of banking facili- 
ties to all parts of the country. » And 
chiefly, we can agree that the right so- 
lution of the currency question is of 
grave importance and should be the 
subject of more deliberate and detailed 
consideration than this convention can 
at its present session extend to it and 
may properly be referred to such 
method of investigation as you in your 
wisdom may direct. Upon all these 
questions it is for you to determine the 
action of the convention. 

“When the convention which framed 
the Constitution of the United States 
was about to assemble, Washington 
said: ‘If to please the people we offer 
what we ourselves disapprove, how can 
we afterward defend our work. Let 
us raise a standard to which the wise 
The event is in 


“Let that view be expressive of the 
highest statesmanship and the truest 
patriotism control our action. Let us 
raise a standard of which the wise and 
honest of all parties can repair. In 
this country the people are sovereign. 
Nowhere else in the world is there more 


general diffusion of intelligence or a 
higher average of moral character. The 
people must, as their tribunal of last 
appeal, determine what the currency 
of a great country ought to be and 
therefore what the currency of their 
country will be. The nation has sur- 


| vived the shock of foreign and civil 


war. It has overcome the disintegra- 
tion of influence, of the expansion of 


| territory and the growth of population. 


It has successfully resisted the attempt 
to lower the standard of value. Let 


re and faith enough in our fre insti- 
tutions to believe that in the future, as 
in the past, the people will rightly de- 
termine the questions which shall be 
submitted to them.” 

Upon the conclusion of the address 
of the permanent chairman, the Com- 
mittee on Rules and Order of Business 


reported, limiting the time of debate 
on resolutions, ete. The Secretary then 
read the list of vice-presidents and 


members of the Resolutions Committee 
Which included the following: Texas, 
Ss. D. Scudder. Vice-president; Mon- 
tana, A. M. Holter, T. C. Power. At 
this juncture calls were made for J. 


H. Walker, chairman of { the House 


Committee on Banking and Finance, 
and he responded. 

Mr. Walker asserted that the con- 
vention ought not to be satisfied with 
anything that did not “relieve the 
treasury of the United States abso- 
lutely and forever from any respon- 
sibility for the current redemption of 
any form of paper money and that at 
once.” He said s must be ban- 
ished from any connection with the 
monetary system, and “that bankers 
must be allowed to manage the bank- 
ing business of the country, as the 
farmer does the business of the farm- 
ing,”” apd all other business is man- 
aged, independently of the government. 

He said the National Bank Act must 
be made as liberal as it was possible 
to make. it consistent with safe bank- 
ing. He'said scarcely any two banks 
‘in the country could be managed in 
their details exactly alike or safely 
issue the “same amount of currency. 
‘He said the very largest discrimina- 
tion must be left with the Comptroller 
of the Currency, and that some means 
must be devised to furnish to the 
country a Board of Supervisors of the 
whole national bank system, as in 
other countries, and that also must 
have the widest discrimination. ° 

Mr. Walker declared that the whole 
people of the country must bring 
pressufe to bear upon Congress: that 
would eompel a thorough reformation 
of the system. The Speaker then read 
the following extract from an author- 
ized interview with Senator Thurston 
of Nebraska: “I feel that all proposed 
financial legislation can and ought to 
be postponed until this country has a 
chance to test the effect of the new 
protective tariff. We are not there- 
fore very much interested about any 
money issue.”’ 

Mr. Walker added: ““What! Wait ten 
years? Five years? How long? And yet 
I Think he expresses the prevailing 


‘opinion in both the Senate and House 


of Representatives, and if that is £0, 
nothing will be done until the cyslone 
strikes us, as it surely will in 1990. 
In conclusion Mr. Walker said: . 

“It seems to me the only practical 
solution ef the question is to put the 
‘current redemption’ of the legal-ten- 
der notes and of every form of cur- 
rency proportionately upon the banks 
of the country, where it is in every 
country. Then, in justice to them and 
to compensate them for the service, 
allow them to issue currency against 
their assets to an amount equal -to 
the legal-tender notes they assumed 
the current redemption of. — 

“Furthermore, the people never will 
consent to the use of any currency, 
the payment of which is not fully 
guaranteed by the United States 
treasury in case of the insolvency of 
the bank that puts it in circulation. 
It has been proved by figures carefully 
made that a small tax of 2 mills per 
annum upon the currency thus issued 
by the banks against their assets, re- 
taining the the provisions of the pres- 
ent law as to the currency of the 
banks against their assets, retaining 
the provisions of the present law as 
to the currency of the banks having 
the first lien upon its assets, will fully 
compensate the government for any 
loss that could come to it from guar- 
anteeing such notes.” ‘ 

At the conclusion of Mr. Walker's 
speech, the convention took a recess 
until 8 o'clock. 

The first action of tonight’s session 
was a speech by John Harson Rhodes 
of the Board of Commerce of New 
York City. He pictured the present 
situation as very grave, and asserted 
that the government should retire from 
the issue of currency obligations. A 
flood of propositions for the reform 
of the currency was submitted and re- 
ferred to the Resolutions Committee. 

A good deal of importance attached 
to a plan reported by Chairman Hanna 
of the National Monetary Commission. 
It provides for the creation of a com- 
mission to be called the “Monetary 
Committee,” to consist of eleven mem- 
bers, these to be appointed by the 
conference. This committee is to make 
a thorough investigation as to. the 
financial needs, overhauling the entire 
currency system and when its delibera- 
tions are through it is empowered to 
call the conference together to hear its 
report. The conference is then to de- 
cide what kind of a bill to introduce in 
Congress. 

All resolutions will be gone over by 
the Committee on Resolutions tomor- 
row. 

HE DID IT CHEAPLY. 

DENVER, Jan. 12.—Without ostenta- 
tion or display, at an expense of less 
than $5 to the State, Alva Adams 
(Dem.) was inadgurated Governor 
of Colorado at noon today. He walked 
to the Capitol, where, in the presence 
of the Legislature and a large num- 
ber of citizens, the oath of office was 
administered by Chief Justice Hoyt. 
There will be no public reception. 

In his inaugural message, Gov. 
Adams requested the Legislature to 
make its session short in the interest 
of economy, and suggested the reduc- 
ing of salaries. He recommended the 
establishment of a board of arbitration 


to adjust differences between employ- 


ers and employés. He suggests the ap- 
pointment of a committee ‘to confer 
with every State holding any consider- 
able area of public lands, looking to a 
united movement to secure a cession of 
the public domain by the general gov- 
ernment to the States. After com- 
menting upon the mineral resources iof 
the State the Governor said: 

“Little as the East appreciates the 
fact, it has been the gold and silver of 
the West that have kept our country 
stable. Had the mines closed during 
the days of the war; had they ceased 
to yield in days of resumption, the his- 
tory of our country might have been 
changed. Should they cease now to 
send their glittering millions into the 
avenues of trade, it would take a lurid 
brush to paint the disaster that would 
come to our finances. The East and 
West need each other, but the West, 
especially Colorado, with all its diver- 
sified resources, can stand alone with 
less loss than any other § section. 
Around our State might be circled Jef- 
ferson’s sea of flame or John Adams's 
‘wall of brass,” yet we could grow, 
prosper and be happy; but we want no 
seclusion. we have a sincere and ar- 
dent welcome for all the world.” 

LEEDY RIDICULES THE EAST. 

TOPEKA (Kan.,) Jan. 12.—In his in- 
augural message Gov. Leedy touches 
upon adverse criticism of Kansas in 
the Eastern States, and after ridiculing 
that portion of the country draws a 
parallel between’ the degrees of pros- 
perity of those States and in Kansas. 
The message contafns many important 
recommendations. 

The message of the Governor caused 
considerable surprise in. that it made 
no reference to the prohibitory law or 
the constitutional convention. He sug- 


gested restraining legislation to pro- 


tect investors from fraudulent invest- 
ment companies. He advocated a max- 
imum freight bill with additional pow- 
ers to railroad commissioners. 

A DAY FOR JOINT SESSION. 


SPRINGFIELD (Ill.,) Jan. 12.—Tues- 
day, January 19. is the day selected by 
the Senate for the assembling with the 
House in joint session for the purpose 
of beginning the balloting for United 
Stafes Senator to succeed Gen. John 
M. Palmer. 

COXEY’'S OWN CONVENTION. 

ST. LOUIS, Jan. 12.—The conference 
called by Gen. Jacob 8. Coxey to meet 
in this city today to consider the sub- 
ject of forming a new political party 
to take the place of the People’s party, 
convened in secret session at the Lin- 
dell Hotel at 2 o'clock this afternoon. 

The new party was christened ‘‘The 
United States Party.’ Resolutions 
were adopted declaring in favor of the 
initiative and referendum as an under- 
lying principl of the party. The Na- 
tional Provisional Organization Com- 
mittee was instructed to organize clubs 
throughout the United.

CHAMPION BEER-DRINKERS. 


New York Takes First Place and 
Chicago Second, 
(Y ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 


CHICAGO, Jan. 12.—New York con- 
sumes more beer than any other city in 
the country. During the year 1894, 4,- 
918,818 barrels were sold in the east- 
ern metropolis. Chicago comes next 
with a reeord of 3,193,222 barrels sold 
during the year. The amount sold in 
Chicago last year is 849,887 barrels more 
than during the previous year. This is 
the largest increase noted in any city. 
New York comes next. with 227,344 bar- 
rels increase over the previous year. 

New Orleans shows a decrease of 
2362 barrels as compared with the pre- 
vious year. The popularity of beer in 
Cincinnati is also apparently waning, 
as there were 7029: barrels less sold last 
year than in the year before. This is 
the largest decrease shown in any city. 
The reason given for this condition is 
that both are southern cities, and that 
the people of that section are gradually 
showing a preference for light Amer- 
mon wines, especially for California 
claret.

Henry Miller Tires of His Life and 
His Losses.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 12.—Henry 
Miller, a middle-aged German, entered 
a Kearney-street gun-store and asked 
to see some pistols. He was accom- 
modated, and while fitting a cartridge 
into the chamber of a revolver shown 
to him he deliberately turned the 
weapon upon himself and fired. The 
bullet struck him in the left chest, just 
above the heart, and he fell to the 
floor fatally wounded.

PUSHING THE VALLEY ROAD. 


Construction South of Fresno Waits 
* on Rights-of-way. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 12.—Con- 
struction of the San Joaquin Valley 
road is to be pushed south from Fresno 
as soon as the necessary rights-of-way 
can be secured. Significant action 
was taken today by the board of di- 
rectors of the road. A resolution was 
passed instructing that condemnation 
suits be instituted at once at Fresno 
directed against owners of land lying 
south of that city who have declined 
to give the new railroad the privilege 
to cross their property. On behalf of 
the railroad, these suits will be pressed 
as vigorously as possible.

BOGARD’S ACCIDENT POLICY. 


His Widow Sues the Company Which 
Refused to Pay. 


RED BLUFF, Jan. 12.—Trial this 
morning in the Superior Court revived 
remembrances of the combat between 
J. J. Bogard, the late heroic Sheriff 
of Tehama county, with trainrobbers 
near Marysville, in April, 1896, in 
which he lost his life defending pas- 
sengers against the attacks of the rob- 
bers. 

One of the robbers was at that time 
killed by Bogard and Brady, the other, 
is now serving a life sentence in Fo}- 
som prison for his crime. Bogard 
carried an accident policy for $3000 
-with the Fidelity and Casuality Insur- 
ahce Company, which they refuse to 
pay, claiming that the premium on the 
policy had not been paid, and_ that 
Bogard unnecessarily placed his life in 
jeopardy by opposing the attacks of 
the robbers. Bogard’s widow sued the 
company and the case is now being 
tried before the jury. Public sympathy 
favors the plaintiff. 


MAJ. WILSON DEAD. 


Adjutant-General of the Department 
of the Columbia. ~ 


Jan. 12.—Maj. George S. Wilson, adju- 
tant-general of the Department of 
the Columbia, died at 1 o'clock this 
morning, after a comparatively short 
iliness. The immediate cause of death 
was inflamation of the bowels. 

Maj. Wilson served in the Army of 
the Cumberland from May, 1861, to the 
end of the war in the Seventeenth 
Indiana Volunteers. He was lieutenant 
and captain of the Twelfth Infantry 
from July, 1867, to November, 1893, 
when he was appointed adjutant-gen- 
eral by President Cleveland, and had 
been doing duty since at Vancouver 
Barracks as adjutant-general of the 
Department of the Columbia.

A DEFECTIVE AFFIDAVIT. 


The Captain of the Dauntless Queers 
His Case.. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—The Secre- 
tary of the Interior has received from 
Collector Bisbee of Jacksonville a re- 
port on the recent movements of the 
suspected filibuster Dauntless, in which 
ae incorporates an affidavit made by 
Capt. Myers, its master. 
The affidavit states that on December 
28 he, the master, subscribed to an oath 


that the Dauntless was about starting 


on a wrecking tour, and that he would 
not violate the neutrality or navigation 
laws. On that day he steamed down 
the river, but the weather was too thick 
for his vessel to go to sea, and so he 
returned to Jacksonville. On the 29th 
he again started on his wrecking trip, 
but the weather was still heavy, and 
he concluded to go inside, through 
Shawk Channel. In the channel he dis- 
covered signals of distress flying from 
a point on No Name Key. He put into 
the island and found about thirty-five 
men in great distress, suffering from 
exposure to the weather and want of 
food. There was also a quantity of 
freight in unbroken boxes and pack- 
ages. What they contained he did not 
know. 

He took the men on board on New 
Year’s day, and, as nearly as he could 
recollect, on the 3d of January he de- 
livered them at sea. Where they were 
delivered he does not say, and the col- 
lector, in commenting on the affidavit, 
says that to his mind it is very de- 
fective in that it does not state to 
whom the men and goods were deliv- 
ered, and also in several other im- 
portant facts. 

The department, when notified several 
days ago of the application of the 
Dauntless, gave the collector instruc- 
tions not to clear her, and now that the 
report does not clear up the record 
against the vessel, it is stated that the 
instructions then given will not be 
changed. If, therefore, she attempts to 
go to sea without clearance, she will 
probably be seized by the revenue cut- 
ters in port for violation of the navi- 
gation laws.

IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Twenty-six Executions in a Week, 
Three Priests Included. . 


NEW YORK, Jan. 12.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Manila says Roxas 
and other rebels, including a lieuten- 
ant of infantry, have been shot to 
death. This makes twenty-six execu- 
tions this week, including those of 
three priests. All of the rebels died 
game. At Mindona, several! soldiers 
have been shot for conspiracy. It is 
reported that about half of those ex- 
iled to Yap, in the Carolines, number- 
ing over one hundred men, were shot 
while attempting to escape. 

A Spanish attack on Cavite is ex- 
pected before the end of this month. 
The rebels have evidently been dispir-

PRIESTS CARRIED OFF. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 12—A Herald 
special from Washington says the 
papal delegate, Archbishop Martinelli, 
has received discouraging news from 
his vicar-general, Rodriguez, in Rome, 
regarding the rebellion in the Philip- 
pine Islands. In an ‘interview last 
night, Mgr. Martinelli discussed the 
situation in both the Philippine Isl- 
ands and Cuba, with considerable free- 
dom. 

“Our order is very strong here,” said 
he, “as we have several bishops and 
333 priests scattered all through the 
provinces. It was too much to expect 
that all of them had escaped, and the 
news received is bad. I have two let- 
ters from my vicar-general, and he in- 
forms me that five Augustinian priests 
in parishes about Manila have been 
carried off by the rebels, and no news 
whatever has been received from them. 
In the absence of information we be- 
lieve they are dead. Thirteen Domini- 
can priests were also either carried 
away or slain by the rebels; and those 
who were taken off were afterward 
killed, so we suppose the’ same fate 
has befallen the members of our order. 

‘The rebellion in the Philippines is 
likely to prove a most horrible affair, 
as the natives are only semi-civilized. 
Spain, too, is handicapped to some ex- 
tent by the fact that she maintains on 
the island only a scattered army of 
about four thousand men. Spain will 
have a difficult task to subdue the 
half-barbarous people of the Philip- 
pines.”’ 

Mer. Martinelli, after referring to 
the various reports regarding himself 
and the affairs in Cuba, said: 

“T have reason to believe that the 
rebellion in Cuba will be ended very 
shortly; at least, so I gather from 
what I hear from Rome. These reports 
all go to show that the rebellion is 
drawing rapidly to a close, and that 
it will be ended in the middle or latter 
part of Februrary. ‘The Spanish seem 
to be victorious every day, and the 
list of killed and wounded grows con- 
stantly larger. The close connection 
between the government and the peo- 
ple of Spain and the Vatican presup- 
poses an inclination toward their side. 
the Vatican has always been in favor 
of established governments and against 
rebellions. 

“Finally, we have reason to believe 
that, as far as the church itself is 
concerned, we will be better treated by 
the Spanish government in Cuba than 
we would be by the new government,

FICKLE OLD AGE: 


JAMES McKENNA LEAVES THE 
WOMAN HE CALLED WIFE, 
They Had Lived Together for Over 
Thirty Years and She Had Borne 
Him Six Children—Now She Has 

to Sue for Maintenance, 


(BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.) 

CHICAGO, Jan. 12.—(Special Dis- 
pach.) Judge Gibbons today rendered 
a decision which granted Mrs. Julia 
McKenna the right to a separate main- 
tenance from her husband, to a gen- 
erous allowance of alimony and to 
solicitors’ fees. And there ended a 
celebrated case. 

In early days Julia Palmer was a 
sewing girl in the family of John B. 
Drake, a wealthy citizen of Chicago. 
James McKenna kept a store in one 
of the rooms of the Grand Pacific Ho- 
tel, of which Mr. Drake was the head. 
In 1862 McKenna and the sewing girl 
became acquainted, and later in the 
same year began living together, al- 
though there was never any regular 
ceremony of marriage. McKenna was 
a thrifty man and he got rich. The 
sewing girl removed from the family 
of the hotel proprietor and was estab- 
lished in a home of her own, and the 
life of the man and woman went for- 
ward with not a suspicion on the part 
of their neighbors. Children were born 
to them, and they stood together at 
the altar and became sponsors as 
father and mother of the little ones. 
The children died, and the parents 
stood together at the graves and re- 
ceived the sympathy of their friends. 

They grew old together, and in 1894 
McKenna, no longer a young man, 
seems to first have discovered that the 
woman who had born him six children 
and given up her life to him from a 
happy beginning, had grown to be an 
old woman, and he separated himself 
from her. Mrs. McKenna began suit 
for a separate maintenance, but an 
agreement was reached between the 
parties by ‘which McKenna bound 
himself to pay her $30 per month. The 
wife dismissed her bill and signed a 
stipulation in. which she acknowledged 
she had never been married to Mc- 
Kenna. 

For a time McKenna paid a monthly 
allowance, but later defaulted. Mrs. 
McKenna then began the present pro- 
ceedings. The court today ordered Mc- 
Kenna to pay temporary alimony and 
solicitor’s fees. McKenna is said to be 
worth $300,000. It may be that he will 
appeal the case. He has already ap- 
pealed from a decision two weeks ago 
refusing to strike his bill from the 
files, but the termination of the liti- 
gation today, in view of the defend- 
ant’s chief reliance on the absence of 
any formal ceremony of marriage, 
would seem to be a foreshadowing of 
the final conclusion of a_ celebrated 
case. 


THE NIGER MASSACRE. 


BRITISH OFFICIALS CONFIRM THE 
NEWS OF THE TRAGEDY. 


It is Believed That not One White 
Man Escaped—Only Seven of 
Two Hundred and Fifty Native 
Carriers Get Away Alive. 


LONDON, Jan. 12.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) The officials of the Niger, pra- 
tectorate confirm the news of’ the mas- 
sacre of Consul Phillips, Messrs..Rocke 
and Campbell, consular officers; Maj. 
Crawford, deputy commissioner; Capts. 
Boisragon and Maling; officers of the 
Niger coast force; Dr. Elliott, two civil- 
ians, and a number of Kroo men and 
native carriers. 

The officials add that the expedition 
was unarmed and endeavored to peace- 
fully enter Benin City with a view to 
opening trade relations. Officials do 
not believe a single white man of the 
party escaped. The party included 250 
carriers, of whom seven escaped.

It was | 
as necessary to aid the settlers as those | 
who enjoyed the benefits of a protec- | 
tive tariff and those who were benefited 
by river and harbor improvements. 

Mr. Chandler rose to a question of 
privilege, and read a communication 
from Henry A. Dupont of Delaware, 
claiming to have been elected to a seat 
in the United States Senate on May 49, 
1895, for a term of six years. It 1e- 
cited the contest over the case in the 
United States Senate a year ago and 
urged that the subject should be re- 
opened by the Senate. The memorial 
was referred to the Committee on 
Privileges and Elections. 

Mr. Allen critcised Senators who op- 
posed this bill, although the national 
platform had free homestead planks. 
It was a sad commentary on our na- 
tional conventions, said Mr. Allen, that 
good men got together a.id enunciated 
rrinciples in order to catch voters, 
but not with a view to carrying out 
the principles. 

Mr. Vilas of Wisconsin (Dem.) spoke 
against the bill. It was strange, he 
said, that the bill attracted little at- 
tention, although it gave away $35,- 
000,000 of government money accord- 
ing to the estimates of government 
ofticers. It was a measure intended to 
bestow a gift on the occupants of In- 
dian lands, rélieving them from the 
payment for the lands which they 
agreed to pay the government. There 
was a spirited three-cornered colloquy 
when Mr. Allen sought to question 
Mr. Vilas on the homestead plank of 
the Democratic platform, as Mr. Allen 
referred to the platform adopted at 
Chicago. 

“If that platform is the one I under- 
stand it to be,”’ interrupted Mr. Vilas, 
“I will say that there is almost nothing 
in it that is not inimical to the in- 
terests of the United States.” 

“Let me ask the Senator,’’ queried 
Mr. Allen, “is he pleased with the 
course of Wisconsin going Republican 
last fall?’ 

“I most certainly approve,”’ answered 
Mr. Vilas, “the determination of the 
people of Wisconsin, by which a ma- 
jority of 112,000 in a voting population 
of a little over 400,000, was cast against 
a policy detrimental to the interests 
of the United Statce.” 

Mr. Peffer of Kansas (Pop.) spoke for 
the bill, and took occasion to defend 
the State administration of Kansas 
from published criticisms. He spoke 
also in favor of the independence of 
Cuba. 

The bill was then laid aside, and at 
5:45 o’clock the Senate adjourned. 

HOUSE.—Little interest was mani- 
fested in the House today in the 
Speaker’s decision of the point of order 
made yesterday by Mr. Dockery, 
(Dem.,) of Missouri, against Mr. Pow- 
ers’s motion to recommit the Pacific 
Funding Bill, made after the defeat of 
the bill. Immediately after the read- 
ing of the journal, the Speaker sus- 
tained the point of order and the bill 
will not be recommitted. 

The bill to better define and regu- 
late the rights of aliens to own real 
estate in the Territories was passed. 
On motion of Mr. Hartman, Mont., a 
bill was passed to amend the law re- 
lating to the making of affidavits in 
the entry of public lands, so as to 
permit applicants to appear before the 
Land Office registers by deposition, also 
to place the burden of proof in dis- 
puted questions as to the classification 
of mineral and agricultural lands upon 
the agricultural claimant. 

Mr. Brosius of Pennsylvania from 
the Committee on Reform .in Civil 
Service, called up the bill to amend the 
law giving preference in the matter 
of appointment to Union soldiers dis- 
charged on account of wounds or sick- 
ness contracted in the service so as to 
create another preference class to in. 
clude ex-Union soldiers and sailors or 
their widows. After some debate, the 
bill was passed. 

While the bill was being debated, a 
storm was breaking. It was apparent 
that there was to be an echo of the 
Pacific Railroad Funding Bill debate, a 
sequel to the sensational attack made 
by Mr. Johnson on Editor Hearst last 
Friday. Mr. Maguire of California 
printed in the Record this morning, 
in connection with his remarks on the 
bill, some caustic comments on Mr. 
Johnson's speech. When Mr. Maguire 
entered, Mr. Johnson asked the Speaker 
if it would be in order for him to rise 
to a question of personal privalege. Be- 
ing informed that he could do so ag 
soon as the pending bill was out of the 
way, he bided his time. When the pbuil 
passed, the California members im- 
petuously arose. 

Mr. Johnson began camly to recite 
his grievances, but it was apparent 
he was keyed up to a high tension. 
He had soon felt it necessary, he said, 
during the debate on the Funding 
Bill, to point out some “underlying 
facts” behind the opposition to the bill. 
But, he said, he had done so “openly 
and boldly.”” He had spoken of what 
he knew and been responsible for what 
he had said. He had heard the at- 
tack of Mr. Cooper of Wisconsin, 
(Rep.,) but he said he had been unable 
to get the floor to reply to it. Today he 
had noticed in the Record a personal 
attack upon himself by the gentleman 
from California (Mr. Maguire,) printed 
under the privelege granted to mem- 
bers of extending their remarks. He 
was not familiar with the privileges

would assume that the privilege only 
gave a member an opportunity to 
modify his remarks in pending meas-’ 
ures. 

Yesterday, he said. he had been in- 
formed that he was to be personally 
assailed by Mr. Maguire, not for what 
he had said of him (Maguire,) but of 
another. He had waited all day in 
anticipation of the attack, but none 
had come, and this morning, instead of 
an open attack, he had found this bit- 
ter personal assault in the Record. 

He desired now to say a few words 
about the matters touched upon in 
the printed assault, because he wanted 
the “antidote to go with the poison.” 
He went on to denounce Mr. Maguire 
as having a wanton and malicious dis- 
regard of the rights of members. He 
also referred to the fact that a St. 
Louis correspondent had telegraphed to 
his paper that Mr. Maguire was going 
to expose the “skeletons in his closet,” 
to show that this was no sudden burst 
of wrath ‘on the part of Mr. Maguire. 
He further said that he had received 
a telegram saying that Mr. Hearst’s 
paper in San Francisco had already 
printed Mr. Maguire’s remarks and the 
charges made. 

“It is,’ Mr. Johnson said, “just as 
well for me to face this matter now 
as later and méet’the cowardly in- 
sinuations made against me at the dic- 
tation of William R. Hearst. It is 
true that thirty years ago I was in 
trouble in New York: that I was in- 
dicted; that I went to California to 
rear a new home and live down the 
past; but it is untrue that I went under 
an assumed name.” 

He went on to describe how he had 
worked in Sacramento to make amends 
for the past. His voice shook as he told 
how, “by the blessings of God and the 
help of his good wife,”’ he had at last 
been able to pay back every dollar of 
what he owed. The House greeted him 
with hearty applause.

Cantinning. he told how. ever since 


1878, he had returned each year to 
Syracuse and had been received there 
at the scene of his youthful indiscre- 
tion. He told of the honors he had 
been accorded in California, where the 
story was known. but it remained “for 
the man from the Fourth District of 
California (Mr. Maguire) to delve like 
a ghoul into the past in order to dis- 
grace his wife's family. 

“T tell this,”’ he said, ‘“‘to show that I 
life; that I 
have not concealed this blot upon it; 
can every man in this House and this 
country say as much? In Sacramento 
I have built up a name_and a family 
that any man — be proud of.” 

In 1896, Mr. Johnson continued, he 
had been again nominated, and al- 
though the bitterest fight ever known 
had been made against him, he had 
carried every election district in Sac- 
ramento and had carried the county 

y 1200. He had been most viciously 
attacked by editorials and caricatures 
by “this person called Hearst.” The 
honored Speaker of the House and Mr. 
Boutelle had been similarly attacked 
while visiting California last saum- 
mer, but the attacks upon them had 
been but the drippings of a brook be- 
side Niagara, as compared with those 
on him. 

He said copies of the paper had been 
sent to his (Johnson's) wife, while she 
lay on a bed of sickness, in danger of 
death, and the caricatures and edito- 
rials ha-? been put in envelopes as cor- 
responadence, that she might not fail 
to get them. 

He asked: “Is it wonderful that I 
struck back when ‘the opportunity. 
came’ Is there any man who would 
do less, except the gentleman from 
California, James G. Maguire?” 

He knew that he would be attacked, 
but did not expect it to be in such an 
infamous, underhand, cowardly man- 
ner. There was a race in Ireland 
called “informers.” There were hired 
assassins in Italy and paid spies in 
Russia, but any one of them would 
have scorned to do what the gentle- 
man from California had done. 


Referring to his attack on Mr. 
Hearst, he said: “Every charge 
made is capable of proof. I do not 


shelter myself behind my constitutional 
privilege. Everything I say as a 
member of Congress I am responsible 
for as a citizen, personally and finan- 
cially.”’ 

In a dramatic Way, Mr. Johnson ap- 
pealed to the chivalry of the members 
from the South, whether their cons’’- 
tuents would not tell them to repudi- 
ate such attacks on a brother mem- 
ber. Then, in an equally dramatic 
manner, he turned to the Republican 
side and appealed to those from the 
North. He appealed to the patriarch 
of the House, Mr. Grow of Pennsylva- 
nia, to know whether in all his expe- 
rience he had known a man to be at- 
tacked in such an indecent, unjust, 
unmanly way. 

Mr. Cooper of Wisconsin had at- 
tacked him and accused him of being 
cowardly, because he had assailed a 
man behind his back. Yet, Mr. Hearst, 
safely esconced in New York, sent or- 
ders to California, 3500 miles away, to 
have him caricatured and abused. 

“If either the gentleman from Wis- 
consin (Mr. Cooper) or the gentleman 
from California (Mr. Maguire) think 
I am a coward, let them repeat to me 
outside this chamber the charges made 
inside, and their curiosity will be ap- 
peased.”’ ‘ 

In conclusion, he said: “There is a 
statute of limitation in every civilized 
nation against crime. Is it right to 
go back thirty-four years and unlock 
the secret chambers and bring out the 
skeletons of my past and shake them 
before people; to forever throw at a 
man the follies and crimes of his 
youth? Should there not be a statute 
limitation against this? Oh! may the 
day comein this nation when men will 
be judged solely by their acts in the 
present, and no man, no newspaper, 
will delve into his past and bring sor- 
row to wife, his children and to the 
gray hairs he has earned in building 
up a good name.” 

There was deep silence when Mr. 
Maguire rose to reply. He began. “I 
never printed anything, I never asked 
any man to print anything, I never 
said anything anywhere that I am not 
willing to repeat before any man my- 
self. Last week one of the most re- 
markable, indecent, malicious speeches 
I ever heard anywhere was made here 
against a man absent from this place, 
not even able to lift up his voice to 
say nay in this presence.” 

He related that he had prepared the 
additicn to his speech which Mr. John- 
son objected to, had endeavored to 
get recognition Friday and Saturday to 
deliver it, and on Monday had asked 
the Speaker if he could not deliver it 
as a matter of personal privilege; but 
had been refused. He had no other 
way to make a defense of the man 
who had been so unjustly attacked. 
The only difference between the speech 


on the floor and the one in the Record . 


was that the latter was mild in com- 
parison. In the part of the speech to 
which Mr. Johnson objected nona 
could find anything unparliamentary, 
but the description fitted Mr. Johnson 
as the man who had s0 cowardly at- 
tacked the boyhood of another. 

“He whines,”’ Mr. Maguire continued 
Sarcastically, “at this attack on him- 
self. He thinks only of himself. He 
does not think of the grief and anguish 
until it strikes himself. Why did not 
he think of these things when he made 
the attack on another who was not 
present and was not a member of this 
body? The man who makes this 
pleading, weeping appeal to you here 
today used this language with refer- 
ence to Mr. Hearst: 

Mr. Maguire then read the charges 


made by Mr. Johnson against Mr. 
Hearst. 
“Those charges,’ said Mr. Magiire 


emphatically, when he coneluded the 
reading, “‘are false, and it ill becomes 
the author of these charges to whine 
because I reply.’’ This greeted 
with a scattering burst of applause. 
Mr. Maguire went on to say that “the 
gentleman from California need not 
concern himself with my courage or 
that of Mr. Cooper.” 

With regard to the attack on Mr. 
Hearst he said that that gentleman 
needed no defense in California, but 
here, where the assault was made a 
part of the permanent record, he 
thought it only proper to make a reply. 

Mr. Maguire, continuing, said some 
very complimentary things of Mr. 
Hearst’s newspaper in New York, 
characterizing it as the greatest news- 
paper on earth. This part of his speech 
evoked a chorus of groans from the 
House and amid much laughter Mr. 
Maguire concluded. 

The House was still buzzing with 
excitement when Mr. Poole of New 
York (Rep.), the member from Syra- 
cuse, Mr. Johnson's old home, moved 
to expunge Mr. Maguire’s remarks 
from the Record. Mr. Poole explained 
that he and Mr. Johnson had been 
schoolmates fifty years ago. He de- 
scribed Mr. Johnson as a man of ex- 
cellent family and a bright scholar as 
a boy, and he also alluded briefly to 
his trouble when he was indicted for 
forgery, “‘but,’’ said he, “we knew he 
would redeem himself, and he did.” He 
concluded by saying he did not think 
the House could afford to have Mr. 
Maguire’s remarks go in the permanent 
record. 

Mr. Perkins of Iowa (Rep.) chairman 
of the Printing Committee, was forced 
into action. He said if Mr. Johnson's 
remarks were to be stricken out they 
should have been objected to at ths 
time they were spoken. He was not 
for delay. He said he was in favor of 
expunging Mr. Maguire's remarks from 
the record. 

Mr. Towne of Minnesota (Rep.) made 
another effort to secure an amendment 
so as to strike out the speech of Mr. 
Johnson as well as that of Mr. Mae- 
guire, but it was also ruled out. There- 
upon Mr. McMillan moved to refer the 
whole question to the Committee on 
Rules. The House evidently was no: 
in any temper for delay, and Mr. Mc- 


Millin’s motion was defeated by 62 to. 
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123. Mr. Poole’s motion was then 
agreed to without division. 

Mr. Towne immediately presented as 
privileged matter a motion to strike 
out that portion of Mr. Johnson's re- 
marks constituting the attack on Mr. 
Hearst. The motion was defeated by 
82 to 94. 

The Speaker counted four members 
as present and not voting to make a 
quorum. This closed the incident, and 
the House proceeded with the call of 
committees. 

A resolution was passed to pay. the 
widow of the late Speaker Crisp $1484, 
the expenses of his last illness and 
funeral. 

The Speaker announced the follow- 
ing committee appointments: Agri- 
culture, Mr. Stokes of South Carolina 
(Dem.;) Postoffices and Postroads, Mr. 
Crisp of Georgia (Dem.;) Ways and 
Means, Mr. Boatner of Louisiana 
(Dem.;) and Rules, Mr. Bailey of Texas 
(Dem.) Then, at 5 p.m., the House ad- 
journed. 

FRAMING A TARIFF BILL. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—The Re- 
publican members of the Ways and 
Means Committee tomorrow will hold 
the first of a series of meetings for the 
purpose of framing their tariff bill. No 
sub-committees will be appointed. 
ACTION INSIDE OF THIRTY DAYS. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—Atty.-Gen. 
Harmon was asked today about the 
probable course the government will 
pursue with respect to the Pacific rail- 
roads, now that the Funding Bill has 
failed. Beyond the statement that some 
action would probably be taken within 
thirty days, he declined to discuss the | 
matter. It is believed, however, that. 
the first step will be against the Union | 
Pacific, inasmuch as foreclosure pro- | 
ceedings instituted by the first-lien | 
holders of that road are now pending 
in the courts. 
SECRETARY FRANCIS’S NOMINA- 

TION. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—The nomi- 
nation of David R. Francis, Secretary 
of the Interior, was favorably acted 
upon by the Committee on Finance to- 
day and reported to the Senate in exe- 
cutive session. The nomination has 
been held up since the session began, 
at the request of Senator Vest. 


INTERNATIONAL BIMETALLISM. 


The Republican Senatorial Caucus 
Took No Action Yesterday. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—The Re- 
publican Senatorial caucus did not 
take final action on the question of 
international bimetallism, but  ad- 
journed until Friday. This failure 
was not due to any opposition to the 
proposition to provide means for a 
conference, but to the fact that the 
language of the bill prepared by the 
Wolcott Committee was objectionable 
to come. The bill, as drafted, provides 
for the consideration of the “free 
mintage”’ of silver. 

Some western members objected to 
this wording, saying it should provide 
for free and unlimited coinage. Sena- 
tor Allison impressed the caucus, in a 
brief speech, with the necessity of a 
complete outline of what was wanted. 
It was suggested that it would be betr- 
ter to adjourn and take time to make 
the bill complete and acceptable to all 
than attempt to make amendments 
while in session. 

This suggéstion was adopted with 
the understanding that the Democrats 
and Populists should be consulted 
with regard to the proposed change. 
Some Senators expressed the opinton 
that France, Holland and Belgium 
would be friendly to the movement. 

The caucus was lightly attended. 
The Republicans who bolted the St. 
Louis convention were not invited. 


RECONSIDERED ITS ACTION, 


The Senate and the Orange and 
Argentine Treaties. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—The Sen- 
ate in executive session today recon- 
sidered its action of yesterday by which 
the extradition treaties with the Or- 
ange Free State and the Argentine Re- 
public were ratified, with certain modi- 
fications made by the Senate. The 
treaties, as negotiated, provided for the 
extradition of American citizens ac- 
cused of crime in Argentine or the Or- | 
Free State, whereas the usual! 


thfS country is to leave it optional with | 
the United States to surrender Ameri- | 
cans accused of crime in a foreign land. | 

The Senate yesterday modified these 
treaties to conform with this custom: 
Secretary Olney, in a letter ot Senator 
Sherman, said he wrote at the  in- 
stance of the President, who thought 
the change made by the Senate un- 
wise. Senator Sherman accordingly 
moved a reconsideration. 


NICARAGUA CANAL BILL 
Efforts by Its Supporters to Secure 
Speedy Action, 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—The sup- 
porters of the Nicaragua Canal Bill 
made a strong effort today to secure a 
rule by which the bill can be brought 
before the House without delay. The 
entire delegation from the Pacific 
Coast States, with Representative Mc- 
Mahon of Pennsylvania, waited on the 
Committee on Rules and their spokes- 
man, Mr. Doolittle of Washington, 
asked that the next three days in the 
House be given to the bill. Speaker 
Reed replied that it would be impos- 
sible to grant this request, because the 
time already had been set apart for 
other business. 

The supporters of the bill have a pe- 
tition with signatures of a large ma-

jority of the House. asking ‘that the 
bill be brought up this session. t de- 
veloped today that the Rules Commit- 
tee would not favor the bill in its pres- 
ent form, and the suggestion was made 
that it be amended so as to stipulate 
that the government shall incur no 
liability till the surveys have all been 


made and definite estimates for the 
work secured. 
Speaker teed questioned whether

A new fuel, made of compressed 
leaves of the eucalyptus, is now on 
exhibition at the Chamber of Com- 
merce.

terday afternoon. The bricks are of 
large sizey and made of the compressed 
leaves mixed with crude oil. They 
burn when kindled like ordinary stove 
wood, with very little smoke and good 
heating power. “A pleasant aromatic 
odor is diffused, which is an excellent 
disinfectant. Tne cost of one ton of 
these bricks is about equal to 1% cords 
of wood.

An American Henley on the Thames.

NEW YORK, Jan. 12.—The twenty- 
five round bout - between Solly Smith 
of Los Angeles and Tommy White of 
Chicago, which took place at the Bo- 
hemian Sporting Club here tonight, re- 
sulted in a draw. The boys weighed 
in at 122 pounds, and they put up one 
of the fastest contests that has ever 
been seen in this vicinity. White had 
the advantage in height, but Solly 
counteracted this by his wonderfully 
strong and aggressive work. He swung 
and jabbed with both hands and it 
looked as if he would have won twice 
during the mill when he staggered 
White with crosses on the jaw. 
White's cleverness aided him very ef- 
fectively in avoiding Smith’s vicious 
onsiaughts, and he frequently stopped 
the Casiornian with left-hand jabs on 
the face and neck. The decision of 
the referee in calling the bout a draw 
was met with approval from the 800 
spect@tors. 

Before the chief event, Frank Smith 
of San Francisco and Billy Rochfort 
of Chicago were to have met, but 
Smith failed to appear. 

White and Smith shook hands at 10 
o'clock. White opened the fighting by 
smashing a left on the face, and he 
got in another left on the ear which 
Staggered Smith. Little damage was 
done in the second, third and fourth 
rounds. In a clinch in the fifth, Smith 
put a left on White's jaw staggering 
him. [In the sixth, Smith jarred 
White with a left-hand blow on the 
body. In the twelfth, Smith rushed 
White to the ropes and put a light 
left on the body and a right swing on 
the head. Smith jabbed a right on the 
body and White sent two lefts on the 
face. 

Solly swung a right on the body, 
and jabbed two lefts on White's dam- 
aged nose. White put two lefts on 
the ear. Smith upper-cut with a right 
on the stomach and jabbed a left on 
the face. 

In the thirteenth round White rushed 
into a left on the jaw and then put 
his right on the nose. Solly tried his 
left for the face, but White met him 
short with a left swing on the mouth 
and nose. Smith’s nose spurted blood. 

Solly opened the twentieth round 
with a left swing on the neck and a 
left upper-cut on the body. White 
jabbed two lefts on the body. Solly 
swung a left on the chest and White 
jabbed a left on the ear. Honors were 
even. 

In the twenty-fourth round Solly 
swung a right on the jaw, which wor- 
ried White. 

In the twenty-fifth round White put 
a left on the ear. Solly swung a left 
on the ear. White jabbed three rights 
on the face and ear’ Solly swung a 
left on the wind. White planted lefts 
on the face, ear and nose. Solly swung 
a left on the chest and sent a right 
across on White's jaw. Solly swung a 
left on the body and jabbed a left on 
the face at the close of the fight. just 
as the gong sounded, :

Dan Stuart Claims the State Has No 
law Againet It.

CHICAGO, Jan. 12.—It is reported 
on excellent authority that the fight 
between Corbett and Fitzsimmons is 
to be pulled off at Carson City, Nev.

A SETTLED QUESTION, 


— 


Shortly after the noon hour yester- 
day Hon. George C. Perkins of Ala- 
meda was reélected a United States 
Senator, to succeed himself, for the 
term of six years following the 4th 
day of March, 1897. Tye Tawes never 
once doubted his success since the 
polls were closed at the November 
election, for his reélection was made 
a live issue in every county of the 
State that had ever given a Republican 
majority; and in every doubtful county 
where there was any probability of 
electing a Legislative delegation on 
the Republican ticket. In some coun- 
ties his name was included in a resolu- 
tion by a county convention, demand- 
ing his reélection by all honorable 
means, while in others the fight in his 
behalf was begun in the primaries, 
which constitute the very groundwork 
of elective government. : 

It being the first day of election and 
only one ballot taken, the houses voted 
separately, and Mr. Perkins had a 
clear majority in each House. In the 
Senate the vote stood: Perkins 27, 
W. W. Foote 6, B. F, Langford 3, J. J, 
Dwyer 2, and Charles D. Lane and D. 
M. Burns 1 each. Perkins was placed 
in nomination by Senator Stratton of 
Alameda and seconded by Senator 
Bulla of Los Angeles. Senator More- 
house of Santa Clara then withdrew 
the name of Samuel! M. Shortridge. In 
the House the nomination of Perkins 
Was made by Judge Waymire of Ala- 
meda, and seconded by Malcolm of 
Santa Clara, and Hill of Humboldt. 
The roll-call showed 46 for Perkins, 
T. V. Cator 11, J. G. Maguire 10, J. J. 
Dwyer 9, making a total of 79 votes, a 
member from Fresno being absent by 
reason of illness, This was 6% more 
than one-half. 

The election of Mr. Perkins means 
that the southern counties of this 
States have two Senators on the floor 
in whose hands their interests are safe. 
Last March, when the harbor question 
waxed red-hot in Congress, a commit- 
tee of Los Angeles citizens went on 
there and needed help. They found 
Senators Perkins and White working 
side by side to protect the commercial 
interests-of Los Angeles rrom the ag- 
gressions of the, southern corporation. 
it would be unfair to draw compari- 
sons between their efforts, because 


while Senator White attacked the 
Santa Monica proposition from the 
Standpoint of a legal practitioner, 


Senator Perkins made his fight from 
that of a master mariner and a mer- 
chant. As a natural consequence of 
this action, no point was left: uncoy- 
ered, and Los Angeles won the fight in 
spite of all the workings of the handy 
Hood and the convenient Corthell. 

Naturally, the citizens of Los An- 
geles had a warm corner in their ‘heart 
of hearts for Senator Perkins, growing 
out of this brief but spirited struggle, 
When he came down here in August, 
Democrats vied with life-long Repub- 
licans in their anxiety to do honor to 
the plain man of the people. His re- 
ception at the Chamber of Commerce 
was an ovation, and, at the same time. 
the greatest non-partisan gatherine 
ever held in Los Angeles. His refusa! 
to come back here to superintend his 
fight made him a host of friends; and 
when the defeat of the Funding Bill 
became known, on Monday afternoon, 
Perkins’s reélection became an as- 
sured fact. 


_ Ail the opposition to him coMapsed 


at the eleventh hour. Shortridge 
wrapped his toga about him and with- 
drew to the Falernian shades, while 
Waymire’s opposition to Perkins mani- 
fested itself by, the Alameda member's 
rising in his seat and placing the 
Senator in nomination for reélection. 
As for Cator, that persistent person’s 
chances were designated by the ad- 


jective “scattering.” 
The San Francisco Call, edited by a 


brother of Samuel M. Shortridge, has 
'attacked Tne Trowes on its”*course in

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE ELEC. 
TION. 


The Los Angeles Cnamber of Com- 
merce is to hold its annual election to- 
day. A president and other officers, 
including a board of directors are to 
be chosen. Most of the present officers 
are on the regular ticket, which was 
placed in nomination recently. It is 
reported that another ticket has been 
placed in the field, and that its pro- 
moters are conducting a “still hunt,” 
with the intention of defeating the 
regular nominations, if possible. The 
object of this movement, it is further 
stated, is to commit the Chamber of 
Commerce to a reversal of the course 
which it has heretofore pursued on 
certain questions which are of vital 
importance to this community. The 
premoters hope, by conducting an ex- 
tremely quiet campaign, to carry the 
election by default, well knowing that 
it would be impossible for their plans 
to succeed if a full vote of the mem- 
bers were polled. 

A word to the wise ought to be suffi- 
cient to defeat this scheme. Under its 
present management the Chamber of 
Commerce has been a credit to Los 
Angeles, and has in numberless ways 
promoted the welfare of the city, 
There is no good reason for the te- 
feat of the ticket regularly placed in 
nomination. There is every reason for 
the defeat of any ticket which relies 
upon secret methods for success. 

Let the members of the Chamber of 
Commerce get out in force and vote 
at today’s election. If they do so, all 
will be well, for the present manage- 
ment unquestionably has the approval 
of a vast majority of the members of 
the organization. The polls will be 
‘open all day at the Chamber of Com- 
merce building, and an opportunity 
will be afforded for every member to 
vote. To do so is not only the priv- 
ilege but the duty of every member. 
There are some nine hundred mem- 
bers, and if anything like a full vote 
be recorded the verdict will be on the 
right side.

CHIEF GLASS REAPPOINTED, 


The reappointment of Chief of Police 
Glass yesterday by unanimous vote 
of the Board of Police Commissioners 
was a highly and well-deserved com- 
pliment to that official. This is the 
fifth time that Mr. Glass has been thus 
honored, which fdct is in itself a sub- 
stantial testimonial to the efficiency 
and fidelity of the Chief of Police. 

Several petitions were presented to 
the commissioners, numerously signed 
by bankers and leading business men 
of Los Angeles, asking for the reap- 
pointment of Mr. Glass to the position 
which he has filled so faithfully and 
efficiently for four terms. These peti- 
tions show beyond dispute the esteem 
in which Chief Glass is held by the 
conservative and substantial elements 
of the community. The high character 
of the signers furnishes a certificate 
of merit and a testimonial of ability 
in which any man might take a par- 
donable pride. 

There have been some feeble at- 
tempts on the part of certain malicious 
persons to discredit Chief of Police 
Glass. How futile these attempts have 
been is indicated in the hearty in- 
dorsement which he received yester- 
day, in the form of a reappointment 
by unanimous vote of the commission 
holding the appointing power. It is 
hardly to be supposed that all the 
reputable gentlemen who have pub- 
licly approved the administration of 
Chief Glass, including the Fire Com- 
missioners, are wrong, and that the 
small group of persons who are an- 
+tagonistic to him are right, in their 
estimate of the man and his work in 
this community. Clearly, his oppo- 
nents have failed to make out a case. 
Their criticisms, when boiled down, 
show only a residuum of malice. 

The administration of the police de- 
partment of Los Angeles under Chief 
Glass has been, on the whole, highly 
creditable to himself and to the city. 
While it is quite trie that he has not 


succeeded ‘in preventing altogether the 


commission of crimes and misdemean- 
ors, it is also true that in the pursuit 
and apprehension of criminals he has 
been both - vigilant and successful. 
Notwithstanding the fact that we re- 
ceive annually a large influx of crim- 
inally-disposed persons, Los Angeles 
is as orderly a city, considering its 
population, as can be found in the 
United States. That this is true is due 
in no small degree to the efficiency of 
our police department. The Chief is 
entitled to all the more credit for this 
excellent result when it is remembered 
that the force of men at his disposal 
is altogether too small to perform in 
the most thorough manner the work 
required. The Police Commissioners 
made no mistake in reappointing 
Chief Glass. He is worthy of the high 
honor conferred upon him. 


The Republican Councilmen, for 
good reasons, refused to sustain Coun- 
cilman Grider’s ill-timed motion or- 
dering the City Engineer “to make 
full and complete plans for a city 
water system.” They did not thereby 
place themselves on record as favor- 
ing the water company, and any at- 
tempt so to construe their action is 
absurd, unfair and ridiculous. Coun- 
cilman Blanchard had previously in- 
troduced a motion, which was adopted 
unanimously, instructing the Water 
Committee “to confer with the City 
Engineer and report to the Council as 
to the best procedure for acquiring a 
water plant to be owned by the city.” 
This proper and rational motion hav- 
ing been adopted, it would manifestly 
have been absurd for the Council to 
adopt Mr. Grider’s buncombe motion. 
If Demopops can make any capital out 
of the Council’s action they are en- 
tirely welcome to it. Mr. Blanchard’s 
motion indicated the reasonable and 
sensible line of procedure, as any per- 
son of common sense can readily per- 
ceive. The water problem requires for 
its solution common sense and honest 
business methods, not rant and dema- 
gogy. 


And at this period regularly comes 
the political carver who vivisects the 
big old counties in the interest of 
hotel-keepers and livery stable men 
in the one-horse towns, as well as to 
help along a few retired statesmen 
with the sands of life nearly run out, 
to county clerkships and like. 
We hear of propositions to cut an- 
other slice out of Fresno county, as 
if taxes were not already high enough. 
California already supports more 
county officials, in proportion to her 
total population, than any other State 
in the Union; and there is no sense 
in multiplying these evils upon a 
long-suffering and overtaxed people. 
California has fifty-seven counties with 
a population of about 1,450,000 souls, 
while Illinois, with about 4,000,000, 
has 102 counties; Michigan, with 2,- 
200,000, has eighty-four counties; and 
New York, with over 6,000,000, has 
but sixty counties. Ohio, with about 
4,000,000, has only eighty-eight coun- 
ties and is prosperous. We need 
more people before we should be 
asked to suport any more professional 
place-hunters. 


The attack made upon Mr. Hearst, 
publisher of the San Francisco Exam- 
iner, by Grove L. Johnson, on the 
floor of the House of Representatives, 
several days ago, was merely outlined 
by the Associated Press dispatches at 
the time, fearing probably that a pub- 
lication of the speech in its entirety 
would subject the newspapers doing 
so to exclusion from the mails. It is 
understood that the question before 
the House was the adoption of the 
measure known as the Funding Bill; 
and if so, the gentleman occupying 
the chair was sadly remiss in his 
duties for allowing any such attack to 
be made. The merits of Mr. Hearst 
were not before the House, and, ac- 
cording to Cushing and other recog- 
nized authorities on parliamen 
law, the member holding the floor 
must either speak germane to the 
question under discussion or resume 
his seat. Having defied the Examiner,

IS DONE WITH UNION 


A. H. EDWARDS THE BAKER NO 
EMPLOYS NON-UNION MEN. 


For Nine Years He Has Run a Union 
.Shop—Called Upon by a Com- 


mittee to Reinstate Incompetent 
Men, 


A. H. Edwards runs the Cottage Ba- 
kery at No. 126 West Fifth street. For 
some weeks past he has been troubled 
by the irregularity of a cake baker in 
his employ, who insisted upon keeping 
drunk a greater part of the time. 

This fellow’s frequent sprees often 
compelled Edwards to apply to the un- 
ion for a man to take his place. Of 
course he applied to the union, as his 
was strictly a union shop and had been 
for nine years past. 


He employed three men and a boy at 2 


that time, but was unable to find any 
one of the men the union sent down 
who could satisfactorily perform fhe 
work. Three changes were made of 
bread bakers in a couple of weeks, and 
as no one could be found by the union 
who could give satisfaction and as the 
cake baker did not do so, Bdwards dis- 
charged him last Friday and put a 
hon-union man in his place. 


Saturday morning when the two re- , 


maining union me drew their wages 
they informed their employer that they 
would réfuse to work with one who was 
not a member of their organization and 
accordingly quit the job. 

Edwards found that the bread they 
had made Friday night was ill-made 
and he could not sell it, but he imme- 
diately hired men to take the places of 
the ones who had left their positions 
and proceeded with his business. 

Yesterday a committee composed of 
union, bakers called on him, , stating 
that they had procured a cake baker 


they deemed able and competent to fill © 


the bill and asking Edwards to rein- 
state the men who had left him. 

This Edwards refused to do, telling 
them that his work was being well done 
and that he desired no change. 

He said last night that he supposed a 
boycott would ensue, but that he did 


‘| not intend to part with his present em- 


ployés as long as they remained com- 
petent to perform their duties. | 

He further said that the union is so 
exacting as to frequently cause incon- 
venience; that the men work ten hours 
only and that he understands that when 
they work a few minutes over-time 
they are subject to a fine by the order. 

This often makes the men leave off 
work when there is that to be done 
which should not be left undone. - 


AN ATTORNEY ATTACKED. 


A CHent Accuses Her Lawyer of Ap- 
propriating Fands. 
Mrs. Lizzie N. Elliott is dissatisfied 


with the manner in which Col. R. B.: 


Treat, who has been acting as her at- 
a eg has conducted her business af- 
airs. 

Mrs. Elliott is quite well supplied 
with worldly possessions, and con- 
siderablé business to transact, and so 
hired Col. Treat as her attorney, and 
parete.sens says, to pay him $25 quar- 
terly. 

Mrs. Elliott’s story of her grievances 
against her lawyer i8 as follows: Some 
little time ago Treat collected $35 and 
did not turn it over to her, denying 
that he had ever received the money, 
when questioned concerning it. In the 
first part of December, Treat got her 
to give him her check .on the First 
National Bank for $50 in exchange for 
his check on the California Bank fer 
a like sum, and upon presenting his 
check she found that he had no funds 
deposited in the bank. She admits that 
Treat paid her $40 of the $50, but claims 
that he still owes her $10. 

Mrs. Elliott makes the further charge 

that Treat was given a $500 check to 
pay out for her, and paid but $450 of it 
to the parties she had intended it for, 
retaining $50 of it himself. 
Mrs. Billiott has been very anxious 
to institute a criminal action against 
Treat, charging him with embezzie- 
ment, but has refrained from so doing 
at the advice of Deputy District Attor- 
ney James. She has instead filed a 
civil suit in Justice Morrison’s court, 
which will probably clear the mat- 
ter up. 

Col. Treat was seen last night by a 
Times reporter and made the follow- 
ing statement: 


“In regard to the pending suit in 
Justice orrison’s court ‘against me, 
brought by Mrs. Lizzie N. Elliott, 


which is made the subject of a sensa- 
tional article in the Express, I have 
only this to say: While the amount in- 
volved is very small, the charges made 
against me are so unjust and unfair 
that I have concluded to defend the 
suit, and will not discuss the matters 
involved, but will abide the determina- 
tion by the court. 

“The charge that I had appropriates 
$50 for my own use from a check 
is so maliciously false that I wish to 
state the facts, 
Mrs. Elliott. gave me a check on the 
First National Bank for $500 to make 
@ payment to her son-in-law upon a 
land purchase. 

“After the check was drawn it was 
ascertained that the payment was only 
$450, whereupon I drew the $500, and 


immediately, then and there, deposited . 


$50 of the amount in the bank+to Mrs. 
Elliott’s credit, taking a duplicate de- 
posit tag from the teller. This deposit 
tag I gave the following day to Mrs. 
Eliiott, and paid the $450 to the party 
entitled to receive it. 

“This is the whole of that trans- 
action, and the statement that the $50 
Was appropriated by me or was in my 
hands more than momentarily is false 
and malicious. I realize that this and 
kindred statements are calculated to 
do me injury, hence I make this ex- 
plicit statement. 

“As to the other matters, I am con- 
tent to leave their determination to the 
court. and will not try them elsewhere. 
I simply say that I have served Mrs. 
Elliott as an attorney honestly and 
faithfully for inadequate reward.”

ALL ALONG THE LINE. 


The tramps in the Santa Ana Jail 
are too many for the officers to herd. 
The fact that two or three have escaped 
from custody is not a matter of so 
much regret as that they were guilty 
of carrying off in every instance a 
ball and chain belonging to the county. 


Santa Ana is working its tramps and 
consequently the weary waggles are 
giving that place a wide berth. But 
few seem to be heading that way and 
those who are already there are try~- 
ing to get away as hard as they can, 
even at the risk of being made targets 
for the loose bullets that are being 
thrown out by guards fround the jail 
yard. 


The Randsburg camps are growing 
rapidly, and the new town of Johannes- 
burg is booming. :Six-horse Concord 
coaches will be running from Mojave 
in a few days, and a railroad probably 
will be built within a few months. The 
mines are making poor men rich and 
rich men richer, and there is no sign of 
pinching or petering out.. Randsburg 
seems to be one of the big mining dis- 
trists of the country. 


Riverside has taken a decided step 
in advance by the creation of a street- 
tree commission, which shall have 
charge of all matters pertaining to 
the planting and care of trees on pub- 
lic thoroughfares, and the ornamenta- 
tion of the streets. The system of tree- 
planting, the choice of cleanly varieties 
and the proper care, watering and 
pruning of street trees is so much an 
affair of public concern that it should 
be regarded by special officers.

WRIGHT THE WRONG MAN 


AN EXPERT MINER MISTAKEN FOR 
A DESPERADO, 


Oliver Jumped at Con- 
clusions and Arrested Wright 
on a Warrant for a Man Named 

' as John Doe Cook, 


Al P. Wright, who was arrested at 
Picacho by Detective Oliver upon a 
Warrant calling for the arrest of John 
Doe Cook, has been discharged by the 
grand jury of San Bernardino county. 
One Cook was suspected of having 
committed a murderous assault upon 
Martin Sherry at Chino, and Sherry 
alleged that Eugene Woodbury was 
with Cook when the assault was made. 
Sherry’s story led the detective to be- 
lieve that Woodbury and Cook would 
be found together, and having learned 
that Wright had gone with Woodbury 
on a prospecting trip, he assumed that 
Wright and Cook were but one person. 

Wright is an expert miner, and be- 
fore his prospecting trip with Wood- 
bury had been working as foreman 
of the St. Elmo mine near Randsburg. 
He had concluded to try his luck at 
Picacho, and was found there by Oli- 
ver, who arrested him without diffi- 
culty on the warrant for Cook. Wright 
laughs at the detective’s tale of how 
the arrest was aaa. and tells quite 
a different. story. He says he knew 
Oliver was an officer and supposed him 
to be looking for somebody, but had 
no idea any officer was looking for him, 
and went to bed without any uneasi- 
ness. Oliver awakened him in. the 
morning, took him aside and showed 
him the warrant and his badge of au- 
thority. Wright said he was not John 
(oe Cook, but consented to accompany 
Oliver to San Bernardino to clear up 
the, matter. Wright says he had no 
Weapons and never carries them, and 
therefore is not pleased by being de- 
scribed by the detective as a desperado. 

At San Bernardino Sherry saw 
Wright and declared that he was not 
the man who assaulted him. Sherry 
said he never had seen Wright before. 

The testimony evidently satisfied the 
grand jury that a mistake had been 
made and that Oliver had ‘‘taken the 
wrong pig by the ear’ when he picked 
up the miner for a bad man.

The question of revoking the license 
of J. E.. MtDowell, proprietor of the 
White Wings saloon, upon the repre- 
sentation of the Parkhurst Society 
that he had beeh found guilty of vio- 
lating the midnight closing ordinance, 
was brought up in connection with J. 
E .McDowell's application that his li- 
cense be transferred .to E. J. Mce- 
Dowell.

{AT THE COURT HOUSE, 


THE COUNTY ENJOINED, 


RUDEL BEATS THE BOARD OF 
SLUPEF. VISORS, 
Judge Shaw Decides That the 
County Fathers Have No Right 


to Divert Rebio Canyon Waters 
into the Eaton’s Canyon Wash. 


The improvements contemplated by 
the Board of Supervisors in the Rubio 
Cafion drainage district will have to 
be abandoned. The board passed an 
ordinance some weeks ago authoriz- 
ing the construction of a ditch to 
carry off some of the storm water from 
Rubio Cafion into the Eaton’s Cafion 
wash. A rancher named Rudel who 
has spent considerable money in set- 
ting out an orchard and improving 
land owned by him in the Eaton’s 
Cafion basin, objected. He set up the 
contention that the extra amount of 
water that would come down the 
Eaton's Cafion basin by the proposed 
diversion of the Rubion Cafion waters, 
would ruin his place. He could see no 
reason why the Supervisors should 
cause to be done to him the very dam- 
age they aimed to avert from property- 
holders in the Rubio Cafion water 
shed. 

Rudel obtained a temporary injunc- 
tion some time ago, and Judge Shaw 
yesterday made this injunction perma- 
nent. Some of the most eminent legal 
talent in Los Angeles county was em- 
ployed in the case, and the whole scope 
of riparian law was gone into. Fol- 
lowing is a brief of the opinion de- 
livered by Judge Shaw: 

“The evidence in this case shows 
that under natural conditions very lit- 
tle, if any, of the water of the Rubio 
Cafion wash ever reachesthe channel 
in 
times of flood, and that if the ditch 
which the defendants are constructing 
is completed, the amount of water 
which will be discharged from Rubio 
Cafion into Eaton’s Cafion will be very 
considerably increased. As the water 
naturally flows it spreads out and is 
mostly lost in the porous soil before 
it reaches Eaton’s Cafion. If the ditch 
is made it will be kept in a narrow 
channel and substantially all of it 
will be carried into Eaton’s Cafion. 
of 
this increase will be carried down the 
stream and have the effect of adding 
a like amount to the volume of water 
in the Eaton’s Cafion wash at the 
point where it passes over the plaint- 
iff's land. A considerable stream runs 
there in times of -flood, as the stream 
is now supplied, and as the absorptive 
capacity of the wash must be. ex- 
hausted in order to carry the stream at 
any point, must increase by that much 
the size of the stream at all points in 
its course below the point of addition. 
The burden of the plaintiff's land will 
therefore be increased if the proposed 
plan is carried out. The evidence 
shows that such increase will in all 
probability cause serious injury to 
plaintiff’s lands. . 

“If the water in question is regarded 
as mere surface water, and not a wa- 
ter course, then I am of the opinion 
that the defendants have no right to 
make any artificial channel which will 
have the effect to discharge. it upon 
the land of the plaintiff in greater 
quantities than the land would receive 
under natural conditions. The rule in 
this State is that on the one hand 
surface.water cannot be backed up on 
the land above to the detriment o thes 
upper property, nor collected into ar- 
tificial channels by. the upper owner 
and discharged on to the land of the 
lower owner in greater quantities than 
would otherwise flow. thereon. 

“If the wash be regarded as a wa- 
ter course, the result is the same. The 
proprietor of land abutting a water 
course is entitled to have the water 
run therein as it has been accustomed 
to run under natural conditions, that 
is without either increase or diminu- 
tion in the quantity by artificial means. 
The right to enjoin an increase of the 
burden upon his lahd caused by an 
artificial increase in the amount of 
water flowing, is as clear as the right 
to enjoin an injury to his estate caused 
by taking water from the stream. In 
either case he may enjoin the commis- 
sion of the actif it appears reasonably 
probable that it will cause material 
injury. It is not necessary to show 
that the injury will be inevitable.” 

The court then goes on to show that 
the Supervisors have no right to di- 
vert the water as contemplated with- 
out purchase or condemnation of the 
property that would be damaged 
thereby. , 


DAUGHTER AGAINST FATHER. 


Little Manuela Sueing te Recover 
Her Property. 


The most important case that the 
new Superior Judge, M. T. Allen, has 
had to sit upon since his elevation to 
the bench, came up for trial in Depart- 
ment Six yesterday. It is.an action 
brought by Manuela Ornelas, a minor.

people. The plaintiff, in whose behalf 
the suit is brought, is an exceedingly 
handsome twelve-year-old girl, daugh- 
ter of Angel M. Ornelas, one of the de- 
fendants. Manuela, it seems, through 
the death of her “ mother, had some 
property left her, which it is alleged 
has been dissipated through the uniaw- 
ful acts of her father and others. 

The complaint sets forth that Yena- 
cio A. Garcia, August 9, 1889, became 
indebted to the Httle girl for $2500, for. 
which amount he gave his promissory 
note secured by a mortgage on the 
property above mentioned. February 
12, 1890, Garcia deeded the property to 
Angel M. Ornelas, the girl’s father, 
subject to the mortgage incumbrance. 

Instead of paying off the mortgage, 
it appears that Ornelas became hard 
up for money and negotiated a sale of 
the property to Frank J. Martin. The 
complaint alleges that Ornelas and 
Martin entered into a conspiracy to. 
defraud the little girl out of her inter- 
est in the property, and did so by Or- 
nelas executing a release and acknowl- 
edging payment, satisfaction and dis- 
charge of the mortgage, February 18, 
1893. A few days later, February 27, 
Ornelas and his wife deeded the prop- 
erty to Martin. 

All this was done, the complaint al- 
leges, without the knowledge of Man- 
uela@ or her guardian-at-law. The 
court is, therefore, asked to annul all 
these transactions and to . restore 
plaintiff's rights in the premises, with 
judgment for $2500 with interest, at- 
torney’s fees, etc. 

Martin explains his part of the trans- 
action by contending that he under- 
stood Ornelas’s release of the mortgage 
to be regular and lawful, and given by 
him as guardian of his daughter, not- 
withstanding the fact that no author- 
ity was conferred upon Ornelas by any 
court to take such action. 

Judging by the progress made yes- 
terday it will take several days to com- 
plete the trial. There are many wit- 
nesses to be examined, and the law- 
yers on each side are determined to 
make a hard fight for their clients, 


THE SPENCER TRIAL. 


Defendant Testifies to Her Relations 
with Her Husband. 

The Spencer trial came on again yes- 
terday in Department Four, after sev- 
eral days’ postponement. Depositions 
as to A. H. Spencer’s mental soundness 
at the times he deeded so much prop- 
erty to his wife were read, as were also 
several letters written by him to his son 
James during the later years of his 


life, tending to show his competency to 
do business for himself. 

The event of the day came when the 
defendant,. Mrs. Anna P. Spencer, was 
put on the witness stand to testify in 
her own behalf. She was. handled 
gently by her counsel, and answered 
questions on direct examination for. 
about two hours. Her testimony was 
straightforward and given without 
hesitation. Never once did she falter 
or say anything that might jeopardize 
her interests. . 

Her evidence was mostly in regard to 
the properti involved, her separate 
estate at the time of and after her mar- 
riage, and the manner in which her 
husband camé to execute deeds to her. 
She also testified as to her amicable 
relations with. her aged spouse, and the 
domestic happiness that existed under 
their roof. 

Plaintiff's counsel made few interrup- 
tions, evidently reserving their fire for 
crogs-exanrination, which will begin 
some time today. Mrs. Spencer was 
still under direct cross-examination 
when court adjourned till 10 o’clock this 
morning. 


LARRABEE IS SICK. 


Alleged to Be Too III to Stand Trial 


.flor Eurbezzlement. 

Whe the case of George Larrabee 
was .called for trial on the charge of 
embezzlement, in Department One yes- 
terday morning, the defendant, who 
has been out on bail, did nat respond. 
He was represented by counsel, how- 
ever, who explained that their client, 
was too ill to come to court. A physi- 
cian who had visited him testified as to 
his being laid up with an attack of la 
srippe. 

The prosecution was rather skeptical 
as to Larrabee’s illness, and hinted 
that it was only a subterfuge to gain 
fyrther postponement and wear the 
prosecution out. Two witnesses for the 

rosecution have come all the way 
rom San Francisco, one of whom is 
advanced in years, and it is feared that 
bodily infirmities might prevent his at- 
tendance at the trial at a later date if 
a postponement for any length of time 
were had. 

Attorney Shankland, who is to assist 
Deputy District Attorney McComas in 
the prosecution of the case, said in his 
opinion Larabee had no defense and no 
desire to have the case come to trial. 

Judge Smith granted a continuance 
till 10 o’clock this morning, with the 
understanding that he would send a 
doctor of his own choosing to wait 
upon the defendant to see how ill he 
really is. 

Larrabee was agent for the Mutual 
Life Association of New York, and is 
accused of embezzling $150 paid to him 
as a premium on a policy written by 
him.

Forger W. E. Kramer’s motion for a 
new trial will come up for hearing be- 
fore Judge Smith at 9:30 o’clock this 
morning. His attorneys, Oliver and 
Hough, have filed a bill of exceptions 
in which they allege improper conduct 
on the part of the jury and object to 
remarks made by Deputy District At- 
torney McComas in his argument, with 
reference to Kramer’s record before he 
came to California. 

Kramer is under conviction for forg- 
ing W. A. Henry & Co’s. name to a 
check for $22.68. When specimens of 
Kramer's writing and the forged check 
were laid before the jury, one of the 
jurors pointed out to a fellow jury- 
man the similarity between the speci- 
mens of penmanship submitted.

“The affiant was only replying to 
some extent to. what defendant’s 
counsei assumed in their argument to 
be the merit and high standing of de- 
fendant, somewhere back East, and 
to the somewhat lengthy and exceed- 
ingly pathetic appeal of the learned 
counsel of defendant, on account of the 
alleged anxiety and earnest solicitude 
of some imaginary ‘old mother’ of the 


defendant, which same ‘old mother’ 


has been pressed into service on be- 
half of defendants in about nine-tenths 
of all the criminal cases tried in this 
court.”’ 

Mr, McComas thinks the “poor old 
mother” is made to do service too 
much in appeals: for clemency to crim- 
inals.

In an article entitled “Are Our Law 
makers Deteriorating?’” published in 
the Century Magazine December, 1897, 
occurs this paragraph: 

“The remedy for this condition of af- 
fairs (results of bad municipal gov- 
ernment) is obvious, and has been ap- 
plied in many States. The people have 
recognized that the fault: lay in their. 
own indifference or negligence, and 
have exerted themselves to:secure the 
nomination and election of better men. 
Respectable citizens cannot neglect 
their public duties and expect the gov- 
ernment to be intelligent and honest.’’ 

The writer of the above might have 
been a resident of Los Angeles so ac- 
curately has he defined the conditions 
at present existifig. 

Throughout the East the respectable 
element has been aroused long ere this, 
and State as well as municipal reform 
has been the slogan that united them 
in opposition to the spoilsmen. Today 
what is known as the “Federal plan” 
of municipal government has been 
adopted in- Brooklyn, Philadelphia, 
Cleveland, Indianapolis, Columbus, 
Minneapolis, St. Louis, Greater New 
York and a multitude of cities of lesser 
Size. So beneficial has the result been 
in lifting the city governments from 
out of the mire of party politics that 
certain of the features are being ex- 
tended. 

In Wisconsin a bill is being intro- 
duced in the Legislature having for its 
purpose the extension to every city 
in the State the civil service system 
that has answered so admirably in 
Milwaukee. In the State of Pennsyl- 
vania bills are being introduced limit- 
ing the powers of the cities in grant- 
ing franchises and specifying the finan- 
cial conditions under whieh they may 
be granted; extending the operation of 
the civil service system and prohibit- 
ing the solicitation of political assess- 
ments from office-holders. 

All the above points, save the last, 
have been embodied in the charter that 
will be submitted to the citizens of 
Los Angeles a week from today. Un- 
der its provisions anyone holding office 
under the city that may be asked ‘for 
a political assessment can well afford 
to laugh the request aside. ‘Entrenched 
behind the civil service. ruled the “‘boss”’ 
will be unable to vent his wrath upon 


in 

e 
most notable indorsement. The com- 
mission having in charge the prepa- 
ration of a charter examined into the 
charters of all the large cities of the 
Union, and also many of the cities in 
the Old World. The result is a charter 
embodying the experience of about 
thirteen years. There will be about 
fifteen thousand positions in the gift 
of the city, and these are: being divided 
into groups of positions, with subdi- 
visions based on the character of the 
duties to be performed and not one 
of individual places. There are ‘about- 
one hundred subdivisions and_ these 
will Subject to still further divi- 
sions Down to the unskilled labor- 
ers, receiving less than $720 per an- 
num, all positions will be open to com- 
petitive examination. 

Wherever it has heen tried. the com- 
petitive form of civil-service rule has 
been found most satisfactory, and the 
amendments now being made to the 
Philadelphia charter have been ren- 
dered, necessary by the failure originally 
to observe this feature. ‘ 

It will be realized that the plan o 
those citizens who have after long and 
weary labor produced a charter which 
has been approved by the various mer- 
cantile organizations of the city is based 
upon the ripe experience of the past. 
A workman cannot do good work with 
a bad set of tools, and so the Mayor, 
endowed as he will be with the author- 
ity to appoint the heads of all the de- 
partments, will have his hands. 
strengthened by having in all branches 
of the city government a corps of capa- 
ble men and women who have no other 
aim thanto do faithful work in the po- 
sition to which they may be appointed. 

And why have these most necessary 
changes not been made before in Los 
Angeles? If it was seriously proposed 
to any business man that he should 
hire a clerk on the sole ground that he 
was a good Republican or a good Dem- 
ocrat,-or that he had excellent 
knowledge how ‘to do politics,” the 
business man would laugh at the situa- 
tion. And yet in the government of the 
city—a business partnership in which 
every taxpayer has an interest—depu- 
ties and clerks have been appointed 
because they helped the head of the 
office to get electd, and not because 
they were fitted to creditably execute 
the work assigned to them. 

Which mode is to obtain in the fu- 
ture?

BEE-KEEPERS’ EXCHANGE, 


BUSINESS MEETING AND ELECTION 
OF OBFICERS YESTERDAY. 


An Act to Prohibit Adulteration of 
, Honey Discussed and Indorsed, 
California State Bee-keepers’ 
Association Meets Today. 


The California Bee-keepers’ Ex- 
change mét yesterday -in the assembly- 
room of the Chamber of Commerce 
to elect officers for the ensuing year, 
and to discuss matters pertinent to 
the welfare of the bee industry. 
The morning sessidn convened at 10 
o'clock. After the roll was called and 
the minutes of the last meeting read, 
some time was devoted to the reading 
‘of communieations and reports. 

J. Cc. Kubias then addressed the 
members of the exchange on the sub- 
.Ject of the foul brood law, advocating 
the plan of giving county inspectors 
of foul breods power ‘to make thorough 
examinations of hives whenever they 
thought best, .independent of. calls. 
The matter was referred to a commit- 
tee of three, and their report was left 
| for discussion’ at the meeting of the 
“State association today. 

Cc. H. Clayton read the act prohibit- 
ing the adulteration of honey, recently 
introduced into the Legislature. He 
referred to the large trade of South- 
‘ern California in extracted and comb 
honey, and the discredit which had 
‘been cast upon the product of this 
| region by reason of adulteration of 
‘the honey by dealers and commission 
merchants. 

The act forbids the adulteration — of 
honey with glucose or any other sub- 
‘stance that may affect the purity of 
the article, and declares that any per- 
son who violates the provisions therein 
made, shall be guilty of misdemeanor, 
and subject to fine or imprisonment. | 

After some discussion on the adult- 
eration of comb honey, R. Touchton 
presented a résolution to the effect 
that the act be approved by the ex- 
chahge, and that the secretary be in- 
structed to prepare a copy of the reso- 
lution and forward it to the Legisla- 
ture. 

At the afternoon session, the princi- 
pal business was the election of of- 
ficers. ‘With one exception, the officers 
of last year were reélected. The ticket 
is as follows: President, W. T. Rich- 
ardson; vice-president, George W. 
Brodbeck; treasurer, Los Angeles Na- 
tional Bank; secretary, J. H. Martin, in 
place of H. H. Youngken, resigned.

A LOVING QUARREL. 


Neighbors on Philadelphia Street 
Indulge in a Legal Squabbie. 
The Martins and the Westwoods are 
at swords points and have succeeded 
in embroiling most of the neighbors 
who live in the vicinity in which they 

live, in their quarrel. 

The Martin family, consisting of 
Mrs. Martin, a son and daughter, have 
lived at No. 607 Philadelphia street, 
next door to the Westwood family, 
the . members of which are, James 
Westwood and his five daughters, for 
six or seven years, and evidently go. 
along well enough until about a month 


ago. 

The Martins wanted the Westwoods 
to trim or cut a pepper tree on or 
near the dividing-line between their 
property to let the sun on the Mar- 
tins’ lawn. 

As the Westwoods refused to do as 
requested, the Martins went to the 
Chief of Police and asked him if they 
had a right to trim the tree them- 
selves. Chief Glass told them that 
if the tree in question was on the 
dividing-line they had a right to do 
so, and in accordance. with this in- 
formation they hired a tramp to saw 
some of the limbs off. 

This action evidently angered the 
Westwoods, who hired a surveyor to 
re-survey their property, lot 33 in the 
Rosas Tract. 

The result of the survey was that 
a foot or more of the land which the 
Martins had always considered theirs 
was claimed by the Westwoods. 

The first-named family had part of 
a wood shed located on the land under 
contention torn down, the fence taken 
away which was between the two yards, 
and the hedge adjoining the fence de- 
stroyed. 

They then proceeded on the 30th of 
last December to erect a ten-foot board 
fence between the houses. This fence 
the Martins determined should not be 
|placed on what they believed to be 
their land, and a contest arose over 
its erection. 

The testimony in the battery case 
brought out the fact that a general 
melee was participated in by both fam- 
ilies, the Westwoods assisting the car- 
penters they had employed to put up 
the fence by pushing and shoving the 
posts and boards into place, and the 
other factor, pushing and shoving with 
equal determination to keep the West- 
woods from so doing. Finally, out- 
side intervention resulted in the erec- 
tion of the fence, the outcome of the 
matter being a suit brought by the 
Westwoods against the Martins in Jus- 
us Young’s court for threats. 

his case was dismissed and an action 
was commenced before Justice Morrison 
charging two of the Westwood ladies. 
Belle and Jennie, with battery on the 
person of Mrs. M. L. Martin. 

The trial was commenced last Fri- 
day and continued until yesterday 
morning, when it was taken up again 
and occupied the entire day in court. 

As it was not gotten through with 
yesterday afternoon it was continued 
until this morning, when it will prob- 
ably be finished. 

Considerable animosity has been 
shown during the entire trial, all the 
neighbors being either summoned as 
witnesses or present as spectators in 
the courtroom. 

One of the most laughable phases of 
the case was the effort each witness 
made to assure the court that there 
was no ill-feeling engendered. 

All of the witnesses were impressed 
with the air of neighborly love that 
prevaded the atmosphere during the 
fence squabble, and repeatedly made 
the assertion that no anger was shown 
by the Westwoods during. the’ whole 
transaction. 

R. A, Litig,.-Esq., who is conducting 
the prosecution, has a strong case, six 
witnesses testifying that one of the 
Westwood girls struck Mrs. Martin, 
while the testimony introduced by the 
defense, which is represented by Luke 
de Buchtel, Esq., is directly contra- 
dictory and equally as decided in char- 
acter. . 

Most of the testimony of any impor- 
tance yesterday was assailing the repu- 
tation of the witnesses for the prosecu- 
tion, some very personal and spicy re- 
marks being indulged in by counsel on 
both sides. 

The language which was testified to 
have been used by the parties involved 
in the row was of a character not in- 
tended to soothe those to whom is was 
addressed, giving the trial a sensational 
coloring extremely interesting to the 
occupants of the crowded courtroom.

A CHAT WITH M’CARTY 


BANK BURGLAR INTER- 
VIEWED IN HIS CELL. 


He Says Mean Things About a Fel- 
low-prisoner and Rips the Of- 
ficials Up the BRack—Says There 
Was No Plot to Break Jail, 


J. J. McCarty, the bank burglar, has 
tried his hand at writing communica- 
tions to the newspapers. He addressed 
one to The Times which did not reach 
its destination, as it was intercepted 
and confiscated by Jailer Kennedy 
and turned over to Sheriff Burr, who 
retains possession of the burning effu- 
sion. 

The word “burning” is used advis- 
edly, as McCarty’s screed was devoted 
to a “roast” of the jail officials in gen- 
eral and C. E. Mayne. who holds the 
position of head trusty, in particular. 


THE 


McCarty did succeed in getting a 
note to The Times, requesting that a 
reporter be sent to interview him 
Sheriff Burr readily yielded assent to 
the interview. and the reporter who 
Was delegated to the task was accorded 
the privilege of spending half an hour 
with the burglar in his cell. 

McCarty is incarcerated in the 
United States tank, with a Mexican 
and a Chinaman to bear him company. 
It is the cleanest, best-ventilated and 
least-crowded part of the prison, yet 
McCarty is not happy. tie pines for 
liberty and complains about the jail 
privileces usually accorded his class of 
prisoners being taken from him. He is 


not allowed the freedom of the corri- 
dor for exercise since his alleged at- 
tempt to break jail. 

“It's all a lie.” said the underground 


expert in the art of burglary to the 
reporter. “There never was any cCcon- 
Spiracy to get me out. Of course, a 
man in my position would naturally 
embrace an opportunity to escape if 


any offered, but I tell you in all con- 


acience as a man, that there never was 
a@ny such plot as has been published. | 

“If ever a criminal, or a man con-. 
victed of a grave crime,” McCarty 
continued, “spoke the truth, I am tell- 
ing the truth now when I repeat that 
it's a monstrous lie that_any attempt 
Was ever made on my part, or any con- 
federates of mine that 1 am aware of, 
to enable me to get out of here. Look 
at my surroundings. Can you imagine 
a more hopeless task than to ‘try to 
break out of this place?” 

McCarty then called the attention of 
the reporter to the lock on the door of 
the steel cell. The only way to unlock 
it is from the outside, and he showed 
how futile it would be for any one 
on the inside to attempt to unlock the 
door by reaching through the bars, even 
if furnished with a key. He also pointed 
out the little trap door in the ceiling, 
secured by a padlock, through which it 
was alleged that he was to make his 
escape to the roof. This door is not di- 
rectly over the United States tank, but 
is above a stzirway in full view of the 
corridor below. The burglar laughed 
at the idea of any one escaping by that 
route. 

“I tell you it was a conspiracy, not 
to get me out of jail, but to oust Char- 
ley Mahone from his job,” said Mc- 
Carty, resuming the conversation. ““Ma- 
hone was not liked by the other jail 
officials, nor by the prisoners. He was 
too strict and too officious, allowing us 
unfortunates fewer liberties than any 
of the rest of the turnkeys. Why, he 
was so unnecessarily severe with me 
that I had to complain about him to 
the jailer. You can just say, on the 
word of a man who is not lost to all 
sense of honor, although convicted of 
crime and disgraced before his fellow- 
men, that an infamous job has been put 
up in this jail to throw a petty officer 
out of his position and to disgrace and 
ruin him. Mahone is no particular 
friend of mine, but I do think the grand 
jury should investigate this matter and 
vindicate him, or if it can be proved 
that he entered into a conspiracy to 
let a prisoner escape, indict him. Why 
does Sheriff Burr compound a felony 
by shielding the man if he is guilty, in- 
stead of sending him to State's prison.” 

McCarty then went on to vent his 
spleen against C. E. Mayne, whom he 
accused of being granted too much 
power by the jailer and using it to per- 
secute him. He said the job against 
Mahone had been set up a long time 
ago, Another prisoner, who has since 
gone over the road, was to figure in the 
role as the person to be liberated, but 
later he was substituted. 

The burglar complained bitterly about 
the interception of his letters. He 
showed a copy of the one which he 
wrote to The Times to the reporter. As 
a literary effort it did Credit even toa 
burglar, and asa “roast” it rivaled the 
perfervid lucubrations of the editor of 
the San Pedro American. 

McCarty had entrusted this letter and 
three others to a trusty whose time ex- 
pired Monday. The trusty put them in 
his inside pocket, but he was not al- 
lowed to walk out of jail without be- 
ing searched. When the letters were 
found on his person the trusty was con- 
signed to the dungeon, it being against 
the rule for any letters to leave the jail 
except through the hands of the officials. 
The luckless trusty was kept in the 
black ihe for several hours, as his 
sentence not expire till midnight. 

Jailer Kennedy and his official staff 
to a man declare that McCarty’s at- 
tack on prisoner Mayne is unjustifiable. 
They say Mayne is a man who can be 
trusted, and who makes himself useful 
about the jail. McCarty, they say, 
tried to pick a quarrel with Mayne 
soon after he came to the jail, and has 
persisted in treating him as an enemy. 
Mayne has the friendship of the whole 
Jail force. 

McCarty’s cell mates are little Wong 
Chuey, who is under conviction for 
the murder of Luey Suey, and Carlos 
Morales, brother of José Morales, who 
murdered Deputy Sheriff Wilson. 
Morales is being held for assisting his 
brother to escape when under arrest. « 

The officers answer McCarty’s pro- 
testations of ignorance of any plot to 
allow him to escape and the impracti- 
cability of any such plan, by saying 
that any man with brains to conceive 
and execute such a job as the tunnel 
under the First National Bank is 
clever enough to plan an escape which 
to other prisoners might appear hope- 
less. 

HIS OATH NOT GOOD. 

"Captain’’ Janes Must Comply with

The notorious “Captain” Janes re- 
fused to use the expression “so help 
me God,’ which the code requires to 
be made in swearing to or affirming an 
affidavit. and Judge Owens therefore 
would not recognize his affidavit for 
change of venue yesterday. 

Attorney Hughes, who represents 
Janes, tried to get Judge Morrison to 
sign it, but he took the same stand as 
Judge Owens. 

Janes’s trial is set for the 26th of this 
month, and unless he resolves to swear, 
it will come off before Judge Owens. 

Janes’s reason for not using the ex- 
pression is that he does not believe in 
God or a divine being.

SAVINGS BANKS. One of the most 
interesting papers read at ‘the annual 
meeting of the American Economic 
Association at Baltimore last week was 
that by ex-Secretary Fairchild, on the 
relation of deposits in savings banks 
to the general business of the coun- 
try. He said that the magnitude of 
savings banks, and théir rapid growth 
is a subject worthy of careful consider- 
ation. The merit of the savings bank 
system, he said, is that it makes it 
easy to care for savings, thus inducing 
saving, which is of itself a benefit to 
the people who save, both pecuniarily 
and morally. It is a further benefit 
to the community in that this sav- 
ing acumulates capital which ts avaii- 
able for general business purposes, 
and it manifestly should be the policy 
of the government to encourage the 
habit of saving and to make saving 
easy. On the other hand, there are cer- 
tain features connected with this par- 
ticular form of investment of savings 
which apparently are not so advanta- 
geous for the community. To some of 
thesee Mr. Fairchild directed atten- 
tion. 

He is quoted in Bradstreet’s as fd- 
lows: 

“He pointed out that the bulk of our 
savings banks have no capital or 
stockholders. The assets all come from 
depositors, and the accumulation of 
earnings over and above the dividends 
paid. Every depositor looks upon his 
deposit not as an investment, but as 
something ‘he can withdraw at vwiJl, 
and in times of financial disturbance, 
Mr. Fairchild, said this fact generally 
increases the distress, for soon the de- 
positors in savings banks begin to 
take alarm and withdraw their de- 
posits. Consequently this is a with- 
drawal of funds from ali the active 
business institutions. Securities come 
on the market when it is not ready to 
take them, and thus these funds 
which have been so meritoriously ac- 
cumulated, and which have been of 
considerable benefit to the community, 
become at times a menace to all busi- 
ness interests And then, many of the 
depositors being the employés of the 
various business enterprises which are 
crippled by the financial disturbance, 
the circle is completed, and the fears 
of the depositors return to injure the 
depositors themselves by the curtail- 
ment and stoppage of their regular 
employment. It would therefore seem, 
Mr. Fairchild said, to be wise for men 
to consider whether by some device 
saving cannot still be made easy, and 
at the same time some of the dangers 
to which attention was directed be 
avoided.” 


COMMERCIAL. 

MIND YOUR OWN BUSINESS. 
There is a certain lack of courage in 
some business men who spend the most 
valuable part of their time in think- 
ing and .worrying about what their 
competitors are going to do. Ths 
American Cultivator has the foliow- 
ing sensible remarks on this subject: 

“Better far to lay out a plan of cam- 
paign within the range of one’s capi- 
tal and business capacity, then devote 
all the energy to its successful devel- 
opment, leaving the competitor to pur- 
sue his chosen way. Few men ever 
build themslives up by undermining 
and injuring their neighbors. One's 
strength is most valuable in the line 
of strong, hopeful action, rather than 
in the fear and inaction inspired by 
the- ghosts of competitive rivalry. The 
business man who keeps steadily 
along in the path of progress, guided 
by observation and experience, wins 
the goal with greater certainty than 
he who watches with fear and tremb- 
ling the movements of his compet- 
tors, expecting thus to find the true 
road to success. Doing business on 
another man's judgment is more risky 
than mapping out your own course.” 

THE ORANGE CROP. In its New 
Year's number, the San Francisco 
Chronicle estimates the California or- 
ange crop of the present season at 
8375 carloads. These figures are cer- 
tainly too large. Several months ago 
The Times estimated the season’s crop 
at 6500 carloads. It is not likely to 
exceed that amount. 


PROFITS ON BICYCLES. . Re d- 
ing the possible profits of bicycle com- 
panies, a writer in, the United States 
Investor says there are probably in the 
neighborhood of 300 such companies in 
this country. The head of the Pope 
Manufacturing Company claims to have 
made 75,000 wheels in 1895, and he 
stated his intention to make 100,000 dur- 
ing 1896. Presumably if he made up his 
mind to increase his output 33 1-3 per 
cent., it was because the demand for 
his product exceeded the supply. It is 
safe to say that he disposed of his en- 
tire output. The same gentleman has 
also said that the labor and material in 
each machine costs him $17. Many 
manufacturers, in ascertaining the cost 
of a given product, start with the labor 
and material cost, and add to that 
about 100 per cent. to cover interest, 
advertising and every other cost inci- 
dental to getting the commodity onto 
the market. The writer above referred 
to says: 

“Probably if we should name $30 as 
an outside cost to the Pope Company, 
we should not be under the mark. It is 
not easy to state the gross profit on a 
machine, but it would probably not 
average b@low $60. Assuming this to 
be correct, it follows that the profit on 
75,000 bicycles -must have been at least 
2,250,000, and possibly this may be con- 
sidered a very conservative estimate. 
That all the bicycle companies are not 
making money is clearly indicated by 
the fact that a large number of fail- 
ures have recently been recorded in 
this industry. Some of the companies 
have been making big bids for business, 
and it remains to be seen with what 
success.

Hon. Benjamin Folsom, 
former United States Minister to Shef- 
field, Eng., has recently visited the 
falls for the purpose of inspecting the 
advantages offered with a view of es- 
tablishing a silk-manufacturing plant. 
Mr. Folsom says this artificial silk 
from wood pulp can be purchased 
cheaper in this country than it can 
abroad. England, France and Switzer- 
land have to send to Norway for their

“The New York World’s great Christ- 
mas number, published last week, was 
sold to the enormous number of 681,089 
copies.

This would mean upward of 
44,000,000 of pages represented in one 
issue of a great newspaper. This 328 
tons of paper issued in one day by one 
newspaper in New York would repre- 
sent at least 425 cords of spruce wood, 
or a product equal to 80 acres of aver- 
age growth of spruce lands im the State 
of Maine or in New York. The same 
day the New York Herald issued 403,700 
copies of an 84-page paper, representing 
an edition of nearly 34,000,000 single 
pages. Under the same date the New 
York Journal published an enormous 
edition, each issue carrying 68 pages of 
printed matter, and undoubtedly con- 
suming between 250 and 300 tons of pa- 
per. Here, then, were three New York 
papers which consumed in one day in 
their Christmas issues upward of 800 
tons of white paper, calling for more 
than 1000 tons of pulp, the product of 
1200 to 1400 cords of spruce wood, con- 
sumed by three newspapers in one day’s 
issue. We leave to our readers to es- 
timate what .the future of the wood 
pulp and paper business must be, with 
such figures as the above relating to 
only three newspapers in one issue of 
December, 1896."

DEATH OF THE GROCER SHOT BY 
BURGLARS. 


All Idea of Suicide Exploded by the 


Testimony at the Inquest—An- | 


mual Election of Bank Officers | 


and Directors. 


PASADENA, Jan. 12.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) David McAtams, the 
young man at Lamanda Park who was 
shot by burglars in his grocery store 
at Lamanda Park early Monday morn- 
ing, died at the residence of Mrs. 
Wyatt in that place at 5 o’clock this 
morning. From the time that he was 
removed from the store yesterday he 
was unable to speak, and did not regain 
consciousness after 8 o’clock Monday 
morning. Coroner Campbell came out 
to Pasadena this forenoon t6 hold the 
inquest over the remains, and impan- 
eled a jury about 12 o'clock at Rey- 
nolds & Van Nuys’s undertaking rooms, 
the inquest occupying two hours of the 
afternoon. 

The dead man’s brother, James Mc- 
Adams, was the first witness examined, 
and told substantially the same story 
of the tragedy that has already been 
pranienes. One new fact was developed 

y his testimony, and that was that 
young McAdams had been involved in 
a business difficulty with a former 

rtner, a grocer by the name of Cran- 

all, who now has a store.in Lamanda 
Park and that he had been obliged to 
have their affairs settled by arbitration. 


He asserted in answer to questions that }. 


he had never heard his brother com+ 
Plain of pains in his head or mental de- 


pression, and that there was nothing |. 


whatever to give color to the idea of 
He also stated that there were 
no business difficulties, and that as he 
had reared his brother from a little 


child and stood in the place of a parent. 


to him, his father and mother being 


dead, he had bought the business and 


giv it to him, and knew every detail 
of his business and domestic life. 

Herbert Udell told of the finding of 
the wounded man, and he and all the 
other witnesses but one said that the 
broken glass lay inside the door as well 
as outside. None of the witnesses knew 


where McAdams’s revolver been’ 
found, although several déclared that: 


they saw it lying on a box three 
feet from the body. Udell sai 
the revolver was one that was carried 
by any one in the store who passed 
through the Chapman ranch in making 
deliveries of goods, and that he had’ 
taken it with him on-his trips. >

about finding the cash-drawer open 
and empty. Dr. Van Slyck; who at- 
tended McAdams and who performed

Upon being questioned, he said that it 
was probale ‘that the young man had 
dragged himself ‘to the grain sacks, 
where he was found. Mr. Norton and 
Constable John Slater were examined, 
but nothing material was evolved. 

The witnesses who talked with Mc- 
Adams before he became unconscious 
all stated that he described his assail- 
ant as taller and heavier man than 
himself, and that he wore some sort of 
a muffier about his face, one witness 
stating that McAdams had said that 
the burglar had a gunny sack wrapped 
about his face. The jury decided that 
McAdams’s death resulted from a bul- 
let wound inflicted by an unknown per- 
son. Several detectives were present 
and listened to the testimony. ‘

Oldest Lemon Packing-house in the

SANTA BARBARA, Jan. 12.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) The report that 
a large quantity of hay and barley 
had been purchased by railroad con- 
tractors, to be delivered at Gaviota 
landing, within a few weeks, has led 
to a great deal of conjecture as to 
what move will next be made in the 
construction of the Coast road. One 
of the Southern Pacific men in this 
city stated this morning that if the 
report is true it undoubtedly mea 
that work will be resumed.

The Lompoc’ Record,. nearest the seat 
of operations, thinks’ the indications 
are that contracts for the completion 
of the line have either been, or will 
soon be, let. 

A PACKING-HOUSE TO CLOSE. 

Harleigh Johnston’s lemon packing- 
house is to be closed soon; the estab- 
lishment is the oldest concern of the 
kind in the country. Mr. Johnston 
opened another packing-house at Red- 
lands two or three years ago, and it 
is understood that he will devote his 
attention to these other interests hence- 
forth. Mr. Johnston still has a ranch 
in this county, and will probably spend 
part of his time here. 

THE BATHHOUSE PROPOSAL. 

The Board of Trade met last even- 
ing and rejected the offer of Los An- 
geles parties for the erection of a mod- 
ern bathhouse.

ALMOST A ROMANCE. 

A story, bearing some indications of 
truth, is being told by responsible 
parties to the effect that an old Santa 
Barbara man, atid a native of this 
section, Miguel Garcia, has just dis- 
covered that he is the heir to a valuable 
tot om Market street, San Francisco, 
bequeathed to him by an old German 
resident of that city, who died eighteen 
years 

According to the reports, which could 
not be verified today, Gercia gave shel- 
ter to the German in the early sixties, 
when the San Francisco man was tra- 
veling through this’ section; he was 
taken sick while here, and the Mexi- 
can took him home and cared for him; 
he finally recovered, and on leaving, 
told Garcia he would remember him.

SANTA ANA, Jan. 2.—(Régular Cor- 
respondence.) The Weary Waggles that 
have been doing time ‘n the County Jail 
here at hard labor appear to be of a 
very restless nature and discontented 
with their lot as they find it in this 
valley. The authorities here do not be- 
lieve in allowing these worthless fellows 
to lie around and feed off the country 
unless they in some way make return 
for what they consume, and’ conse- 
quently work is “provided for them. 
This the hobos do not like. In fact, 
they seem to have an aversion to any- 
thing that has the appearance of hon- 
est toil, and consequently continued at- 
tempts are being made to escape. Mon- 
day one of the gang, who had been en- 
trusted by the officers, gave them the 
dodge and was off like a shot, and to- 
day there was another grand bre~-k for 
liberty. A perticularly worthless fel- 
low, known among his chums as “Slim,” 
succeeded in breaking the lock on his 
ball and chain and then made a break 
for the wire fence that surrounds the 
Courthouse grounds. He was spied by 
Capt. Sheffer, and as he slid through the 
fence the officer called upon him to halt, 
but he only inc.eased his speed. Then 
the officer fired after him, but the shot 
went wild, and the fugitive was soon 
over behind a cluster of trees. Sheffer 
gave chase and was joined by residents 
of the neighborhood, with the result 
that the culprit was soon discovered in 
a barn on the Hefflefinger place, where 
he ‘had taken refuge, and he was re- 
turned to the County Jail. In’ the ex- 
citement that followed the escape of 
the first prisoner a second tramp in 
another portion of the grounds made 
good his opportunity and gave leg bail, 
disappearing around behind the pub- 
lic school building. Capt. Alexander, 
being alone, could not leave the other 
prisoners, for he rightly considered that 
six tramps within short range of his 
“gun” were better than one rapidly dis- 
appearing, and he wisely concluded to 
remain with the crowd. The fellow who 
effected his escape is known as 
“Reddy,” and he is just a common, 
every-day hobo. 

COMMITTED TO HIGHLAND. 

Frank Williams, the Capistrano al- 
leged burglar, who was dismissed Mon- 
day on account, of being impropertly 
committed from the justice’s court, was 
examined today as to his sanity by a 
board of medical examiners, and was 
pronounced so far demented as to be a 
fit subject for the asylum at Highland. 
During his examination the fact was 
developed that he was an escape from 
the Stockton asylum, and that he had 
been at a previous time incarcerated 
in an asylum in the State of Washing- 
ton. The fellow was sent to the asylum 
at Stockton the first of last August, 
and six days later effected his escape. 


Until he was apprehended here his 


whereabouts weré unknown to the asy- 
lum officials. 

Another unfortunate fellow 
brought into court and examined as 
to the same trouble, with the result 
that he, too, was found to be a fit can- 
didate for the home of the weak- 
minded. His name is Thomas A, Wade 
and he lived on a small ranch between 
this city and Orange.

WANT CHICKENS SOLD BY THE 
POUND. 

Poultry-raisers in this county do 
not see why chickens should not. be 
sold by the pound, the same as pork 
and beef. When a farmer takes a hog 
to market, if it is small, he does not 
get as much for it as he does if it is 
a large one, but when a chicken is 
taken to town it is sold for a certain 


price, no matter whether it be large or 
small, and consequently there does not 
seem to be any particular object for a 
farmer to raise nice large, fat chickens 
when he can get just as much in the 
market for a smaller one that is easier 
to rai One of the objects of the Or- 
ange County Poultry Association, or- 
ganized a few weeks ago, is to bring 
about a revolution in this matter; to 
convince dealers, if possible, that it will 
be to their interest to buy by the pound. 
Then if the chicken is small, it costs 
less, and if it is large, the purchaser 
gets full value for his money. This 
seems to be a worthy’ object and one 
that in all probability the dealers will 
recognize. The trouble in the past has 
been that the custom did not prevail 
generally, and therefore many dealers 
did not care to try a plan that was 
not in general use. But if some one 
does not start.the reform it will never 
amount to anything. A poultry man in 
this city stated to the Times corre- 
spondent today that one firm in Los 
Angeles had recently adopted the rule 
of purchasing chickens by the pound, 
and he had been informed that it had 
given entire satisfaction. 

The Orange County Poultry Associa- 
tion will meet in this city Wednesday 
afternoon and among other things this 
matter of selling fowls by the pound 
wfll be discusse and steps will be 
taken toward inducing local dealers to 
adopt the new method.

T. Smith has declined to serve as 
chairman of the Committee on Mines, 
and his name has been replaced on the 
ticket by that of C. A. Marriner. The 
official ballot, as thus amended is as 
follows: 

President, Charles Forman; first 
vice-president, J. S. Slauson; second 
vice-president, John F. Francis; treas- 
urer, R. J. Waters. 

Chairmen of committees, who, by vir- 
tue of their office, comprise the board 
of directors, are: Commerce, W. C. 
‘Patterson; Manufactures, _John_D. 
Hooker: Immigration, T. L. Duque; 
Lands. F. Q. Story; Mines, C. A. Mar- 
riner: Ways and Means, J. R. New- 
berry: Statistics, Fred L. Alles: Law, 
L. A. Groff: Membership, E. F. C. 
Kiokke: Hotels, O. T. Johnson; Parks, 
Z. D. Mathuss. 

For a number of years there has been 
no opposition to the regular ticket sub- 
mitted by the Committee on Nomina- 
tions to the members of the Chamber 
of Commerce assembled in annual 
meeting for the purpose of considering 
nominations. For this reason, the vote 
has nearly always been so light that 
elections may be said to have gone by 
default.
